NOt w I T H sTiMBiMCthe preference 
ixrhicb may be vulgarly given to the 
authority of thofe romance writers^ 
who entitle their bookst < The Hiftory of £ng« 
< land, The Hiftory of France, of Spain/ &c. 
it is moft certain, that truth is to be found only 
In the works of thofe who celebrate the lives 
of great men, and are commonly called Bio« 
graphers, as the others fiiould indeed be termed 
Voib. IL A topographer^^ 
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a The ADVENTURES of 

top6grapher8| or chorographers : words which 
might well laark the diftiB£t]on between* them ; 
it being the bufinefs of the latter chiefly to de- 
fcribe countries and cities, which, with the af- 
liftance of maps, thejilo pretfy jaftly*, and may 
be depended upon :. but as lo the a&ionsi and 
cbaraQer8.t>f men, their writiigs are not quite 
fo authentic, of which there needs no other 
proof than thofe eternal contradidions occur- 
ring between two topographers who undertake 
the hiftory of the fame country : for inftance, 
between my Lord Clarendon ^d Mr White- 
lock, between Mr Echard and Rapin, and many 
others r'wbcrc ^3£ls being fet forth in a differ* 
ent light, every reader believes as he pleafes ; 
aad indeed, the mere judicious and fufpicioue 
Tery j uftly efteem the whole as no other than a 
romance, in which the writer hath indulged a 
happy and fertile invention. But though thefe 
widely differ in the narrative of fa£ls, fome a- 
fcribing vi£lory to the one, and others to the 
other party ; ibme reprefeoting the fame man 
as a ropfue, while others give him a great and 
kmuA cba9a£ter; yet all agree in the.fcene 
where the h€t is fiipp(^ed to have happened, 
gnd where, the perfen, who is both a rogue, and 
«nkoneftman, lived. Now, widi us biographers 
the oafe is <iiffeteat $ the fa^s we deliver may 
be relied oo, 'though we often miftake the age 
and country wberekithey happened : for though 
it may be wefrth the examination of critics, 
whether the fliepherd Chryfoftom, who, as Cer-

vantes* infornM uSt died for to?e.of tbt fair 
MacceUa, who bated him, wfM ever i4i3pfUiH 
will any- one cbvbt bii^t thac^focb a^illy.f^Uair 
hatb really exidcd ? U there in thewwld fiich 
a fcepxic as to difbelif ve tbe madoeA of Carde- 
nio, the perfidy, of Ferdiaaodf the inapcrtiatnit 
cvr^ofity of Anfdmoi the weakneft of Caimila^ 
the irrefolutr frieodihip of Lothario 1 though 
perbapSi 2$\ to the time aod place where tbofe 
federal perfon^. lived, that go^ hiftoriaii may 
be deplorably deficient* But khe moft koowa 
inflance of this kind is^ io the- true hiftocy of 
Gil Blas» whece the iDimitahk biographer bath 
made a ootorious blunder in the country of Dr ' 
SaJ^grado, who. ufed his patients as a vintner 
doihrHi9 wine-refielsi.by letting out their blood» 
mad filling them np with water* Doth not 
CT^ one, who is the leaft verfed in phyficat 
hiftory,' kftOw that Spain wasnot thexxMintry 
in.whith thi$ do^ior lived ? The fame writer 
hath likewiie erred in th]? country of his- arch« 
biibop, as well as that of thofe great perfonages 
who^ underftandings; were too fuhlifne to tafle 
any thing but tragedy, and in many others* 
The faa>e mistakes may likewifc be obCrrved in 
Scarron, the Arabian Nights, the hiftory of 
Marianne, and 1^ Paifan Parvenu, and perhapa 
fome few other writers of this dafs, whom I 
b^ve not read, npf doat preicnt recpUe^*, for 
I would by no means be tKou^t to comprehend 
thofe perfons of furprifing genius, thiu authora 
of Immenfe roipances, or the modern novel and

Atalantis writore ; who, without any affiftance 
from nature or hiftory, record perfons who ne- 
Tcr were, ot will be, and hUs which neycr did, 
nor poffibly can happen : whofc heroes are of 
their own creation, and their brains the chaos 
whence all their materials are feleGed. Not 
that fuch writers deferve no honour j fo far o- 
tbcrwife, that perhaps they merit the higheft : 
for what can be nobler than to be an exam-, 
pie of the wonderful extent of human genius f 
One may apply to them, what Balzac fays of 
Ariftotle, that they are a^ fecond nature, (for 
they hav? no communication with the firft)* 
ty which authors of an inferior clafs, who can- 
not (land alone, are obliged to fupport them« 
fclves as with crutches : but thofe of whom I 
am now fpeaking, fcein to be pofleflcd of thofe 
ftilts, which the excellent Voltaire teUsiisin 
his Letters, «« carry the genius far off, but 
^^ with an irregular pace^" indeed far out 
of the fight of the reader, 

B^ond iJn realm of Chaos ^ and old Nights ^ 

But to return to the former clafs, who are con- 
tented to copy Nature, inftead i>f forming origi- 
nals from the confufed heap of matter in their own 
brains ; is not Cuch abook as that which records 
the achievements of the renowned Don Quixote, 
more worthy the name of a hiftory than even 
Marian«#i ? for whereas the latter is confined to 
a particular period of time^ and to a particular

nsuioiH the former is the hiftory of the woild 
in general^, at Icaft tha p*rt whkh is pdiOied 
bylaws, arts, aodfciences; and of that from 
the tioK ilrwas fifft pcdiOied to ihii day } nay^ 
and forwards as Idn^ as it (hall fo remaia. 

I ibsdl nowi proceed to ai^ply thefc obfcnra* 
tkms to the work before us ; for indeed I have 
fet them dowo prifKtpally to obviate forae ob- 
jections, which the good^nattire of mankind^ 
who are always forward to fee their friends vir-^. 
tues recorded^ may put to particular paru« I 
queftiop not but feteral of my readers wilti 
blow the (awfcr in the (lage»coacb, the mo«-. 
ment they hear his voice. It is likewife odds^ 
but the wit and the prude meet with feme of 
tteir acqaatntajucei as wett as all the reft of my 
cbara^rs. To prevent therefore any fuch ma- 
licious applicattions, I declare here once for all, - 
I defcribe not men, but manners^ not an indi* 
vidual, but a fpccics. Perhaps it will be an* 
fwered. Are not the chara£kers then taken from 
lifc7 To which I anfwer in the affirmative; 
nay, I believe I might aver, that I have writ 
little more than I havefecn. The lawyer is not 
c only alive, but^ hath been fo thefe 4000 years ^ 
and I hope God will indulge bis life as many 
yet to come» He hath not indeed confined 
himfelf 10 one profeffion, one religion, or one 
country V Inat when the firft mean felfifh crea- 
ture appear M on- the human ftage, who made 
Self the centre of the whole creaflon, would 
giTC himfelf no pain, incur no danger, advance 
A J ao 
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no money to aflill or preferve his felIov«crea- 
tures; then was our lawyer born: and whilft 
fuch a perfon as I hare defcribed exiib on earth, 
fo long (hall he remain upon it. It is therefore 
0ofng htm little honour, to imagine he endea*- 
TOurs to mimic fome little obfcure fellow, be- 
caufe he happens to refemble htm in one par- 
ticular feature, or perhaps in his profeffion; 
whereas his appearance in the world is calcu- 
lated for much more general and noble pur- 
pofes ; not to expofe one pitiful wretch to the 
fmall and contemptible circle of his acquaint- 
ance ; but to hold the glafs to thoufands in their 
dofets, that they may contemplate their de« 
formity, and endeavour to reduce it, and thus^ 
by fuffering private mortification, may avoid 
public fhame* This places the boundary be* ^ 
tween, and diftinguifiies the fatirift from the 
libeller ; for the former privately corrcflis the 
fault for the benefit of the perfon, like a pa* 
rent ; the latter publicly expofes the peribii 
himfelf, as an example to others, like an execu* 
tioner^ 

There are befides little circumftanccs to becon- 
£der<d} asihe drapery of a pi^ure, which, though 
faihion varies, at different times, "the refemblance 
of the countenance is not by thofe means dimi- 
nilhcd. Thus, I believe, we may venture to 
fay, Mrs Tow-woufe is coeval with our lawyer j 
and though perhaps during the changes which 
fo long an exidence muft have pafled through, 
(he may in her {urn have flood hehxnd the bar 
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at an inn ; I will not fcrople to affirai» (he hath 
likewife, in the revolution of ages, iat on a 
throne. In (horty where extreme turbulency of 
temper^ avarice, and an iofenfibility of hum^n 
mifery, with a degree of hypocrify, have united 
in a female compofition, Mts Tow-wouie wae 
that woman: and where a good inclination^ ' 
cdipfed by a poverty of fpirit and underftand- 
ing, hath glimmered forth in a man, that man 
hath been no other than her iheakjng hufband* 
I (hall detain my reader no longer than to 
give him one caution more of an oppofite kind : ^ 
For a^ in moft of our particular charaAers we 
mean not to laih individuak, but all of the like 
fort ; lb in our general de&riptiont, we mean 
not univerfals, but would be underftood with 
many exceptions. : For infiance, in our defcrip* 
tion of high people, we cannot be intended to 
- include fuch as, whilft they are an honour to 
their high rank, by a well-guided condefcenfion, 
make their fuperiority as eafy as poilible to 
thofe whom fortune hath chiefly placed below 
them. Of this^ number I could name a peer, 
no lefs elevated by nature than by^ fortune, 
who, whilft he wears the nobleft enfigns of ho- 
nour on his perfon, bears the trueft fiamp of 
dignity on his mind, adorned with greatnefs, 
enriched with knowledge, and embellifhed with 
genius. I have feen this man relieve with ge- 
neroGty, while he hath converfed with freedom, 
and be to the fame perfon a patron and a com- 
panion. I CQuId name a commoneri raifed high* 
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er above the maltttude by fuperibr taieats, than 
18 in the power of his prince to ex^lihimi 
whofe bebavioiir to tbofe he bath obli^d is 
more amiable th^n the obligation itfelf, and 
who is (o great a.mafteno£^a$ibility^ tbaljf he 
cotfld diveft himfelf of an inhc»nt>greatners it^ 
bis mwdner, would often i»ake the kmeft of hia 
acquaintance forget who wais the mafter of tbac- 
palace in which they were fo conrteoufly entCT'^ 
tained. Thefe are pLfUires wJtich mulFbe, I 
bdievey known : I declare they ar^ taken from 
the life, ami not intended to exceed it. By 
Aot6 high people therefore whom. I have de« 
fcribed|.I mean afet of wretches, wbo, while- 
they are ar difgrace to their anceitcnrsy whofe. ho->. 
nours and fortunes they inherit (or pcrhaps.ai 
grei^er to their ixmther^ for fudr. degeneracy is. 
fcaroe credible), have the infolcaicq te treat chofe 
with difregard*. who are at leaft equal to the 
' founders of their own fplcndor^ It is, I. fancy, 
impoffible to conceive a fpe&acle more worthy 
of our indignation, than that^of a. fellow who ia 
not only a blot in the.efcutcbeon.ol a great fa- 
mily, but a fcandal to. the hun^an fpecies, JOfiuir^ . 
taininga fupercilio9S beh»viour.tp mep who are 
an honour to their nature, and a,di%race to 
their fortune. 

And now, reader,, t^is^ thefe hints along 
with you, you may, if you pleajTf, .proceed ta 
the fequd of this our true hiili>ry« 

CH AB. 
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CHAP. IL

* fore it ; the GrcciaH army, ci«ip and fleet s

< wrapt in » cloud, aad a tbundtrbolt in bit 
« hand, looking towards Thrace ; Neptune drir- 
^ ing throKgli the fea, which divides on each fide 
' to permit his paflSige, and then feating bimfelf 
' on mount Samos *, the heavens opened, and 
' the deities alt feated on their thrones. This 
'is fublime ! This is poetry.!' Adams then 
rapt out w hundred Greek verfes, and with 
fuch a voice, emphaSs, and a£iion, that he al« 
moft frightened the women i aad as for the 
gentleman, he was fo far from entertaining any 
farther. fufpicfon of Adams^ that he now doubt- 
^ed whether he had not a biibop in his boufe. 
He ran into the mod extravagant encomiums 
on. bis teaming i and The goodnefs of his heart 
began to dilate to all the {grangers. He faid he 
had great compaffion for the poor young wo- 
man," who looked pale and faint with her jour* 
ney $ and in truth he conceived a much higher 
opinion of her quality than it de&rved. He 
faid, he was ferry he could not accommodate 
them all ; but if they were contented with his 
firefide, he would fit. up with the men ; and the 
young woman might, if (he pleafed, partake his 
wife's bed, which be advifed her toj for that 
they muft walk up%vards of a mile to any boufe 
of entertainment, and that not very good nei- 
ther. Adams^ wbo liked hit feat| his ale, his 

tobacco. 
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tobacco, and his company, perfuaded Fanny to 
accept this kind propofal, in which felicitation 
he was fccondcd by Jofeph. Nor was flie very 
difficultly prevailed on •, for (he had flept little 
the laft night, and not at all the preceding, fo ' 
that love irifelf was fcarcc able to keep her eycg 
open any longer. The offer therefore being 
kindly accepted, the good woman produced c- 
very thing eatable in her houfe on the tabic ; 
and the guefts being heartily invited, as beartUy 
regaled themfelves, efpecially Parfon Adams. 
As to the other two, they were examples of the 
truth of that phylical obfervation, that love, like 
other fweet things, is no whetter of the (lo- 
rn ach. 

Supper Fas no fooner ended^ than Fanny, at 
her own reijueft, retired^ and the good woma^ 
bore .her company. The man' of the houfe^ 
Adams, and Jofeph, who would modeftly have 
withdrawn, had not the gentleman infifted on 
the contrary, drew round the (irefide, where 
Adams {to u(e his own words) 'repleni(hed hiji 
pipe, and the gentleman produced a bottle of 
excellent beer, being the beft liquor in his 
houfe. 

The modeft behaviour of Jofeph, with the 
gracefulnefs of his perfon, the chara£ler^which 
Adams gave of him, and the friend(hip he 
fcemcd to entertain for him, b^gan to work on 
the gentleman'^ affedions, and raifed in him a 
curiofity to know the fingularitf which Adams 
Jiad mentioned in his hiftory. This curiofity 

Adams 
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Adams was no fooner informed of, than, with 
Jofeph's confent, he agreed to gratify it, and ac- 
cordingly related all be knew, with as much 
tendernefs as was poffible to the charaAer of 
Lady Booby: and concluded with the long, 
faithful, and mutual pafBon between him and 
Fanny, not concealing t\ie meanneis of her 
birth and education. Thefe latter circum- 
ftances entirely cured a jcaloufy which had 
lately rifen in the gentleman's mind, that iPan- 
ny was the daughter of fome perfon of fafliion : 
and that Jofcph had ran away with her, and 
Adams was concerned in the plbt. He was now . 
enamoured of bis guefts, drank their healths 
with great cheerfulnefs, and returned many 
thanks to Adams, who bad fpent much breath ; 
for he was a circumAantial teller of a (lory. 

Adams told him it was now in his power to 
return that favour ; for his extraordinary good- 
nefs, as well as that fund of literature he was 
.mailer of *, which he did not expedi to find 

under 

*' The author hath by fbne been reprefentad to hare made 
a blunder here : for Adams had indeed fhowa fbme learning 
(iky they), perhaps all the author had ; but the gentleman 
hath ihown none, unlcfi his approbation of Mr Adams it 
Aich : but iurcly it would be prepoftcrous in him to call it Co» 
I have, however, notwithftanding this criticifm, -whiiph I am 
told came from the mouth of a great orator in a pablic 
coffee-houie, left this blunder as it (lood in the fird edition. 
I will not have the vanity to apply to any thing in this 
work, the obfervation which M. Dader makes ia her preface 
to her A'riftophanes : '* J« ticns pour unc ma*imc conftante, 

«* qu'unc 
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under fuch a roof^ had raiied in him more cq- 
riofiry than he had etcr known. Therefore, 
faid he, if it be not too troublefome, Sir, your 
biflory, if yon pleafe. 

The gent^man anfirered, he could not refufc 
him what he had fo much right to in&ft on$ 
and after feme of the common apologies, which 
are tfaelifaal preface to a flory, be thus began.

itt nohtci thi gentleman relaUs the hiftory f^his lift. 

O IR, I am defcended of a good family, and 
^ was born a gentleman. My education 
was liberal, and at a public fcbool, in whkh J 
proceeded (b far as to become mafter of the La^ 
tin, and to be tolerably verfed in the Greek 
language. My father died when I ^uras fixtcen, 
and left me mafter of myfelf. He bequeathed 
. me a moderate fortune, which he intended I 
fliould not receive till I attained the age of 
twenty-five : for be conftantly affcrtcd, that was 
full early enough to give up any man entirely 
to the guidance of his own difcretron. How- 
ever, as this intention wa3 fo obfcurely worded 

in

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in his will, that the lawyer^ advifcd mc to con- 
teft the point with my truile^s ; Town I paid to 
little regard to the inclinations of my. dead fa* 
tlier, which were fufficiently certain to me, that 
I followed their adfice, and foon fuccecded^ 
for the truftees did not conteft the matter Tery 
obftinately on their fide. * Sir/ faid Adams, 
' may I crave the favour of your name ?* The 
gentleman anfwered, * My name was Wilfon/ 
and then proceeded. 

I (laid a very little while at fchool after his 
death; for, being a forward youth, I was ex-f 
tremely impatient to be in the world; for 
which I thought my parts, knowledge, and 
manhood, thorough])* qualified me. And to 
tbis early introdudion into life, without n 
guide, I impute all my future misfortunes; 
for befides the obvious mifchiefs which attend 
tbis) there is one which hath not been fo gene- 
rally obferved. The firft imprcffion which 
mankind receives of you, will be very difiB- 
cult to eradicate. How unhappy, therefore, 
muft It be to fix your ciTara^er in life, before 
you can poflibly know its value, or weigh the 
confcquences of thofe anions which arc to efta- 
bliib your future reputation ? 

A little under fcventecn I left my fchool, and 
went to London, with more than dx pounds la 
my pocket. A great fiim as I then conceived ; 
and which I was afterwards furprifed to find fo 
ibon confumed. 

The charader I was ambitious of attaining. 
Vol. IL C 
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^ vas that of a dne gentleman ; the firft requi- 
fites to which I apprehended were to be fup- 
plied by a tailor, a peri wig- maker, and fome 
few more trad^efmen, who deal in furniftiing 
out the human body. Notwithftanding the 
lownefs of my purfe, I found credit with them, 
more eafily than I expe<aed, and was foon e- 
quipped to my wifh. This I own then agree- 
ably furprifed me; but I have fince learned,* 
that it is a maxim among many tradefmen at 
the. polite end of the town, to deal ^ largely 
as they can, reckon as high as they can, and 
arrcft as foon as they can. • 

The next* qualificatio:*, namely, dancing, 
fencingi riding the grrat horfe, and mufic,,' 
came into my* head : but as they required ex- 
pence and time, I comforted myfclf, with re- 
gard to dancing, that I had learned a little in- 
my youth, and could walk a minuet genteelly 
enough : as to fencing, I thought my good- 
humour would prcfcrve me from the danger of 
a quarrel ; as to the' horfe, I hoped it would 
not be thought of j and for mufic, I imagined 1 
could eafily acquire the reputation of it } for I 
had heard fome of my fchool-fellows pretend to 
' knowledge in operas, without being able to 
fing, or play on the fiddle. 

Knowledge of the town feenred another in- 
gredient ; this I thought i fhould arrive at by 
frequenting pufeiic places. Accordingly, I paid 
conftant attendance to them all ; by which means 
I- was foon marter „of the fafhionable pbrifes, 

learned 
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learned to cry up the fafhionable diverfionSi and' 
knew the names and faces of the mod fafhion* 
able men and women. 

, Nothing now feemed to remain but an in- 
trigue, which I was refolved to have immediate- 
ly ; I mean the reputation of it : and indeed I 
was fo fuccefsful, that in a very (hori lime I had 
half a dozen with the fineft women in town. 

At thefe words Adams fetched a deep groan, 
and then, bleffing himfelf, cried our, * Good 

* Lord ! what wicked times are thefe !' 

, Not fo wicked as you imagir:e, continued 
the gentleman j for I aiuire you, they were all 
veflal virgins for any thing that I knew to the 
contrary. The reputation of intriguing witli 
them was all I fought, and was what I arrived 
at : and perhaps 1 only flattered myfelf evtu in 
that 5 for very probably the perfons to whom I 
fho wed their billets, knew as well a&-l that they 
were counterfeits, and that,! had written them 
to myfelf. 

, * Write letters to yourfelf !' faid Adams, 
daring. 

O Sir, anfwered the gentleman, it Js the very^ 
error of the times. Half our modern plays have 
one of thefe chara£ters in them. It is incredible 
the pains I have taken, and the abfiird methods 
I employed, to traduce the charafters of womeii 
of dillinftion. When another had fpoken in

At which I have drawn a paper out of my poc- 
ket, perhaps a tailor's bill, and kifled it, crying, 
at the fame time, * By gad 1 was once fond of 
•her/ 

* Proceed, if you pleafe, but do not fwear any 

* more/ faid Adams^ 

Sir, faid the gentleman, I a(k your pardon*. 
Well, Sir, in this courfe of life I continued full 
three years.—' What courfe of life ?' anfwered 
Adams : < I do not remember you have men- 
*• tioned any.*- — Tour remark is jjift, faid the 
gentleman,, fmiling, I fhould rather have Ciid,^. 
in this courfe of doing nothing. I remember 
Come time afterwards I wrote the journal of 
on^ day, which would ferve, 1 believe, as well 
for /any other, during the whole time*. I wilL 
endeavour to repeat it to you. 

In the morning I arofe> took my great dick, 
s^nd walked out in my green frock with my hair, 
in papers, (a groan from Adams}^ and fauntered 
about till ten*

had a dirty face ; laughed heartily at fomething 
Captain -^ — f- (aid, I can!t remember what, 
for. I did not very well hear it y whifpered Lord

At all which phccs nothing happened worth 
remark. At which Adams faid, with fome 
vehemence, * Sir, this is below the life of an 
^animal, hardly above vegetation; and 1 am.

^ into it.* What leads us into more follies than 
you imagine, DoiSlor, anfwercd the gentleman^ 
▼anity : for as coritcmptiUe a creature as 1 was,, 
and I affure you, yourfclf cannot have more 
contempt for fuch a wretch, than I now have, I 
then admired myfelf, and {hbuJd have dcfpifcd^ 
a perfon of your prefcnt appearance (you will; 
pardon me) with all your learning, and thofe 
excellent qualities which I have remarked ini 
you.. Adams bowed, and begged him to pro-- 
ceed. After I had continued two years in this; 
courfe of life, faid the gentleman,, an accident 
happened which obliged me to change the 
fccne. As T was one day at St James's coffee- 
houfe, making Very free with the charader of.jii 
young lady of quality, an officer of the guards,, 
-who was prefcnt, thought proper to givemethe^ 
lie.

• think,* fays Adams, * the advice of a months 

* retirement and rededlion was very proper;, 
' but I ihould rather have cxpeded it from a

at Adams's fimpUcity, and without explaining, 
himfelf farther on fuch an odious fubje£t, went 
on thus :. I was no fooner perfe&ly reilored to • 
health, than I found my paffibn forviromen^, 
which I was afraid, to fatisfy as I Had done,, 
inade me very uneafy ;, I determined therefore 
to keep a miftreis*.

I reprefented 
him in fo low a light to his miflrefs, and made 
fo good an^ ufe of flattery^ pronrifes, and pre- 
fents, that, not to dwell longer on this fubjeA 
than is neceflary, I prevailed with the poor girl, 
and conveyed her away from her mother ( In a 

word, I debauched her (At which words 

Adams darted up, fetched three ftrides acrofs 
the room, and then replaced himfelf in bis 
chair.) You are not more affe^ed with this 
part of my ftory than myfelf : I afiure you it 
will never be fufficiently repented of, in my 
own opinion ; but if you already deteft it, how 
much more will your indignation be raifed 
when you hear the fatal confequences of this 
barbarous, this villanous adion ! If you pleafe, 

therefore, I will here deGft • By no means,' 

ciies Adams i * go on, I befeech you ; and Hea- 
• ?en grant you may fincerely repent of this and 

•many other things you -have related.' 1 

was now, continued the gentleman, as happy as 
the poflefiion of a fifle young cretiture, who had 
a good education, and was endued with many 
agreeable qualities, could make me. We lived 
feme months with vaft fondnefs together, with- 
out any company^or converfation more than we 
found in one another ; but this could not conti« 
nue always ; and though I (lill preferved a great 
affection for her, I began more and more to 
vra^nt the relief of other company, and confe- 

quently. 
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qucntljr to leave her by degrees, at laft, whdc 
days to herfelf. She failed not to tcftify fomc- 
nneaCnefs on thefe occafions, and complained 
of the melancholy life fhe led ; to Remedy 
which, I introduced her into the acquaintance 
of forhe other kept roiftrefleSj with whom (he 
ufed to play at cards, and frequent plays and 
other diverfions. She had not lived long in 
|his intimac^,, before I perceived a vifibJe , alter- 
ation in her behaviour 5 all her modefly and 
innocence vanifhed by degrees, till her mind 
became thoroughly tainted. She afFeSed the 
company of rakes, gave herfelf all manner of . 
airs, was never eafy but abroad, or when (he 
had a party at my chambers. She was rapa- 
cious of money, extravagant to excefs, loofc in 
her converfaiion ; and if I ever demurred to 
any of her demands, oaths, tears, apd fits, were 
the immediate eonfequcnces. As the firft rap- 
tures of fondnefs were lopg fince over, this be- 
haviour foon cftranged my afFeftions from her j 
I began to refleft with pleafure that fhe was 
not my wife, and to conceive an intention of 
parting with herj of which having given her a 
hint, fhe took care to prevc;nt me the pains of 
turning her out of doors, and accordingly de- 
parted herfelf, having firfl broke open my efcru- 
torc,,and taken with her all (he couU find, to 
the ariiount of about 200 1. In the firft heat of 
my refentment, I refolved to purfue her with^U 
the vengeance of the law : but as flic bad the 
good luck to cfcape mc during that ferment, 

my 
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my pafGoti afterwards cooled $ and having re- 
ilcfted that I had been the firfl: aggreifor, and 
had done her an injury^ for which I could make 
her no reparation, by robbing her of the inno- 
cence of her'' mind J and hearing, at the fame 
time^ that the poor old woman her mother had 
broke her heart on her daughter's elopement 
from her, I, concluding myfelf her murderer, 
(* As you very well might,' cries Adams, with 
a groan), was pleafed that God Almighty had 
taken this method of puniftiing me, and rcfolved 
quietly to fubmit ip the lofs. Indeed, I could 
wifli I had never heard more of the poor crea- 
ture, who became in the erid an abandoned pio- 
fligate 'f and after being fome years a common 
proftitute, at lad ended her miferable life in 

Newgate. Here the gentleman fetched a 

deep Cgh, which Mr Adams echoed very loud- 
ly % and both continued fileat, looking on each 
other for ibmc minutes. At laft the gentleman 
proceeded thus: I bad been perfeftly conftant 
to this girl, during the whole time I kept her : 
but (he had fc^rcc departed, before I difcovered 
more marks of her infidelity to me than the lofs 
of my money. In (hort, I was forced to make 
a third vifit to my furgeon, out of whofe hands ' 
I did not get a h^ft^ difcharge. 

I now forfwt)re all future dealings with, the 
fex, complained loudly that the pleafure did not 
compenfate the pain, and railed at the beautiful 
creatures, in as grofs language as Juvenal himr 
fclf formerly reviled them in. , I looked on all 

the 
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the town-harlots with a deteftation not eafy tp 
be conceived : their perfons sfppeared to me as 
painted palaces, inhabited by difeafe and death j 
nor could their beauty make them more defire- 
able objects in my eyes, than gilding could 
make me covet a pill, or golden plates a cofEn. 
But though I was no longer the abiblute flave, 
I found fome reafons to own myfelf (till the 
fubje£^ of love* My hatred for women dccreaf- 
ed daily ; and I am not pofitive but time might 
have betrayed me again to fome common har« 
lot, had I not been fecured by a paffion for the 
charming Sapphira, which having once entered 
upon, made a violent progrefs in my heart.*— 
Sapphira was wife to a man of faOiion and gal- 
hntry, and one who fcemed,. I own, every way 
worthy of her aiFe^lions, which however he had 
not the reputation of having. She was indeed 
a coquette acbevie, * Pray, Sir/ fays Adams^ 

* what is a coquette ? I have met with the word 

* in French authors, but never could aflign any 

* idea to it. I believe it is the fame with une . 
*fottey anglice, a fool.* Sir, anfwcred the gen- 
tleman, perhaps you are not much miftaken : 
but as it is a particular kind of folly, I will en- 
deavour to defcribe it. Were -all creatures to 
be ranked in the order of creation according to 
their ufefulnefs, I know few animals that would, 
not take place of a coquette : nor indeed hath 
this creature much pretence to any thing be- 
yond in/linft \ for though fometimes we might 
imagine it was animated by the paffion of vani* 
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ty, 7et far the greater part of its adlions fall be- 
neath even that low motive ; for kiftance, fevc- 
ral abfturd geflureft and tricks, infinitely more 
fbolifh than what can be obferved in the moft 
ridi^lous birds and beafts^ and wliich would per- 
fuadc the beholder, that the filly wretch Wat 
aiming at our contempts Indeed its character- 
aftic is affection, and this led and* governed bf 
. whim only : for as beauty, wifdom, wit, good- 
nature, politenefs, and health, are fometimes 
affefted by this creature ; fo are uglinefs, folly, 
nonfenfe, ill«nature, ill-breeding, and ficknefc^ 
likewife put on by it in their tunu Its life is 
one conftant lie ; and the only rule bjf which 
you can form any judgment oiF them is, that 
that they are never what they fcem* If it was 
poiTible for a coquette to love (as it is not, for 
if ever it attains this pafilon, the coquette ceaC^ 
inftantly)^it would Wear the face of indifij:rence» 
if not of hatred, to the beloved objeil : you 
may therefore be affured, when they endeavour 
to perfuade yoU/of their liking, that they are in- 
di^erent to you at leaft. Atui indeed this w^t 
the cafe of my Sapphira, who no fooner faw me 
in the number of her admirers, than (he gave 
me what is commonly called encouragement ^ (he 
"VTOuld often look at me, and, when (he perceived 
me meet her eyes, would inftantly take them ofi> 
difcovering at the fame time as mtich furprize 
and emotion as polfibie. Thefe arts failed not 
of the fuccefs (he intended ; and^ as I grew moce 
particular to her than the reft of her admire»«s« 
Vol. II. D (he 
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ihe advanced in jproportion, morcdircaiy to ooe 
than to the others. She aflFeaed the low voice, 
whifper, lifp, figh, dart, laugh, and many other 
indications of paffion, which daily deceive thou- 
fands. When I played at whift with, her, (he 
would look earneftly at me, and at the fame 
time lofc deal, or revoke ; then burft into a ri- 
diculous laugh, and cry^ * La! I can't imagine 
what I was thinking of.' To detain you no 
longer, after I had gone through a fuflkient 
, courfe of gallantry, as I thought, and was tbo- 
* roughly convinced I had raifed a violent paflion 
in my miarefs,! fought an opportunity of con*- 
ing to an eclairciflfement with her. She avoid- 
cd this as much as pofEWe ; however, great af- 
fiduity at length prefented me one. I will not 
defcribe all the particulars of this interview : let 
it fuffice, that, till (he could no longer pretend 
not to fee my drift, fhe firft afFeaed a violent 
furpfize, and immediately after as violent a paf* 
Con :• (he wondered what I had feen in hcrcon- 
duft which could induce me to affront her in 
ithis manner ; and, breaking from me the firft 
moment (he could, told me, I had no other Way 
to efcape the confe<juence of her refentm^nt, 
than by never feeing,^ or atleaft fpeaking to her 
xnore. I AA«as*not contented with 'this anfwer ; 
i^fittl paf(b€d ber, but to no purpofe, and was 
jit^ length coivvinced that her iiufband had the 
ible pofleffidn of herperfon, and that neither he 
mot any otiicrliad made any impreffion on. her 
tieaFt.^ 1 w4s *aken c^ from following this %- 
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msjatuus\ bf fome advances which were made 
me by the wife of a citizeB^ wbo» though nei-^ 
thcr very yoinig nor batidfome, wa« yet too a- 
grceablfsito be rejedled by my amorojis conftU 
tuCM>n« I accordingly foon fatisfied her, that 
ibe had not caft away her hints on a barren or 
coW foil : on the contrary, they inftantly pro- 
duced her aja eager and defiring lover. No/ did 
fl>e give me any reafon to complain ; Oie met 
the warmth flje bad raaf^d with equal ardour. 
I had no longer a coquette to deal wich^ but one 
who was wifer than to proftitute the noble paf- 
fion of love to the ridiculous lull of vanity. 
Weprefently underwood one another ; and, as 
. tbe pleaftires we fought lay in mutuaJ gratifica- 
tion, we foon found and enjoyed them. I 
thought myielf at firft greatly happy in the pof- 
feflioQ of ^his new miflrefs, wbofe fondncfs 
-would have quickly furfeited. a more fickly ap« 
petite : but it had a different effe£b on mine : 
ihe carried my paflion- higher by it than youth 
or beauty bad been ablej but my happinefs 
could not long continue uninterrupted. The 
apprebenfions we lay under from the jealoufy of 
her hufband, gave us great uncafinefs. • Poor 
« wretch ! I pity him,' cried Adams. He did 
indeed deferv.c it, faid the gentleman j for he 
loved hi^ wife with great tendern^ft; and^- 
fure you, it is a great fatisfafUotnto me, that I 
was not the man who firft feduced ber affoftioija 
from him. The(e apprehenfions appeared alfa> 
loo wcU*grow<tedi for in tbe ^1)4 he difcovcred 
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lis, and procured witnefles of our calefies. He 
then profecuted me at hw, and recovered 3000]. 
damagea, which much diftrefied my fortune to 
pay ; ' and, what was worfe^ his wife being dU 
vbrced, came upon my hands. I led a very un« 
eafy life with her ; for, befides that my paffion 
was now much abated^ her exceffive jealoufy was 
very troublefome^ At length death rid me of 
an inconvenience, which the confideration of 
my having been the author of her misfortunes, 
would never fufFer me to takcany other method 
of difcarding. 

I now bade adieu to love, and refolved'to pur-^ 
fue other lefs dangerous and expenfive pleafures. 
I fell into the acquaintance of a fet of jolly com« 
panions, who llept all day, and drank all night ; 
fellows who might rather be faid to confume 
time than to live. Their bed conv^rfation war 
nothing but noife : (inging, hallooing, wrang- 
ling, drinking, toafting, fp-wing, ftnoking, were 
the chief ingredients of our entertainment ^ and 
yet, bad as they were, they were more tolerable 
than our graver fcenes, which were either Ex- 
ceffive tedious narratives of dull common mat- 
ters of fa€):, or hot difputes about trifling mat- 
ters, which commonly ended in a wager. This 
way of life the fir ft ferious refle£lton put a pe- 
ridito; and I became member of a club fre* 
quented'by youog men of great abilities. The 
bottle was now only called in to the ^ffiftance 
of our converfation, which rolled on the deepei^ 
points of philolbpbj; Tbefc gentlemen were 

engaged 
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ingaged in a fcarch after trtttb» in die purfbtt 
of ^hich they threw afide all the prejudices of 
•dncati^d, and go?erned th^mfeWes only by the 
infallibk guide of humaa reafon. This great 
guide, after h^fing (hewn them the falfehood of 
diat very ancient, but fimple tenet, that there ia • 
djch a being as a Deity in the univerfe, Mp^ 
them to eftabliOi, in his ftead^ a certain jule of 
right, by adhering to which j they all arrived at 
th^ lumoft purity of mori^ls. Refledioa made, 
mp as much delighted with this fociety, as it 
had taught me to defpifis and deteft the former. 
I began now to jcfteem myfelf a being of a 
higher order than I had ever before conceived^, 
and was the more charmed with tbis rule of/ 
right, as I really found in my own nature no*'- 
thing repugnant to it. I held in utter contempt 
ail p^rfons who wanted any other inducement 
to virtue beiides her intrinfic. beauty and excel** 
lence ; and had fo high an Opinion of my pre« 
fcnt companions, with regard to their morality^ . 
that Iwould' hav& trufted them with whatever 
was neareft and deareft to me. Whilft I waa> 
engaged in this delightful dream, two or three* 
accidents happened fucceffively, which at firft ; 
much furprized me.. For, one of our greateft 
p^iloibphers, or rule-of*right rneii, withdrew 
himfelf fronrus, taking with him the wife of 
one of his mod intimate friends. Secondly^r 
another of the fame fopiety left the club with* 
out remembering to take leave of his baiU A- 
tyrd..having borrowed a fum of money of me^, 
D 3, forr 
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lor which I received no fccurity, when I zfktd 
kim to repay tt, abfolutely demed the loan. 
Thefe feveral pra&tcesy fo inconfiflent with our 
golden rule^ made me begin to itifped its infal« 
libility ; but when I communicated my thoughts 
to one of the clubi he faid. There was nothing 
abfolutely good or efil in itfelf ;: that adions 
were denominated good or bad by the cixcum- 
ftances of the agent. That poffibly the man who 
ran away with his neighbour's wife, might be one 
of very good inelinations, but dver- prevailed on 
by the violence of an unruly pafltOn, and, in 6« 
ther particulars, might be a very worthy mem« 
ber of fociety : that if the beauty of any wo- 
man created in him an uneafinefs, he had a 
fight fron» nature to relieve himfelf ; with 
many other things, which I then detefted & 
much, that I tdok leave of the fociety that 
very eveniag, and never returned to it again. 
Being now reduced ta a ftateof folitude which I 
did not like, I became a great frequenter of thc^ 
playhoufes, which indeed was always my fa^ 
vourite diverfion, and mo(t evenings paffed a-^ 
way twaor three, hours behind the fcenes,. 
where I met with feveral poets, with whom I 
made engagements at the taverns. Some of the 
jilayers were likcwife of our parties* At tfiefe 
meetings we were generally entertained by the 
poets with reading their performances^ and by 
_ the phyers with repeat ing^ their parts : upon 
which pccafions, I obfcrred the gentleman who- 
fuxoilhed our entertainment; w)is commonlyjhe 

faca 
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bcft pleafed of the company ; who, though they 
were pretty civii to him to his facej feldom fail- 
ed to take the firft opportunity of his abfencf 
to ridicule him. Now I «iade Ibme remarks^ 
which probably are too obvious to be worth re- 
lating. * Sir/ fays Adams,' ' your remarks i£ 
* you pleafe/ Firfl then, fays he, I concluded 
that the general obfervation, that wits are mod 
inclined to vanity, is not true. Men are equal- 
ly Tain of riches, flrength, beauty, honours, isfc^ 
But thefe appear of themfelves to the eyes of the 
beholders ; whereas the poor wit is obliged to 
produce his performance, to (hew you his per«^ 
fe£tion ; and on his readinefs to do this, that 
vulgar opinion. I have before mentioned is 
grounded: but doth not the per&n who ex- 
pends vaft fums in the fumituce of his houfr, 
QC the ornaments of his perfon, who confumes 
much time, and employs gre^t pains in dreffing 
himfelf, or who thinks himfelf paid for felf-de- 
nial, labour, oc even villany, by a title or a 
fibbon^ facrific^ as much to vanity, as th^poor 
wit, who is defirous to read you his poem or 
his play ? My fecond remark was, that vanity 16 
the- worft of paffions, and more apt to contamiN 
nate the mind thaa any other : for as felfiihneis 
is much mote general than^ we pleafe to allow 
it, fo it is natural to hs^e and envy thofe who 
ftand between us and the good we de&re. Now, 
HI luft iand ambition thefe are- few ; and even in 
avarice we find many who are no obftacles to. 
our purfoitsi but the vain man. feeks. pre*6mi-. 

nencaib ' 
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nenee ; and c^er]^ thing wUcb is «KeeUent an<f 
praife-wortby in another, remters him the mstrk^ 
of his antipathy. Adams now began to fumble* 
ki his pockets, and foon cried out, ' O la ! I 

• hare it not about me,* — ^Upon this the gentle^^ 
man afking him whar he was fearcbing £or ; he 
faid| he fearcfaed after a fermon, which he 
thought his mafter-pieeci againft vanity^ * ¥f^, 

* upon it, fy upon it,* cries he, * why do I ever- 

* leave that fermon out of my pocket M wiih it 
' was within five milee^ I would ^llingly fetch 
•^it to read it to you.' The gentleman anfwer^ 
€d# that there was no need, forhe^was cured o£ 
that paffion^ * And for that very reafon,' quoth 
Adams, ^ I would read it, for I am confident: 
^you would admire it. Indeed I have never 
^ been a greater enemy to any paffion than that 

• filly one of .vanityi* The gentleman fmiled,. 
and»procccded— — From th«s fociety I: eafily". 
pafled to that.{^ the gamefters, where nothing 
remarkable happened^ but the finifliiflg of my. 
fefttme, which thofe gentlemen foon helped me 
to the end of. This opened ic^nes- of life hi«^ 
therto unknown; poverty and dfftrefs, #ith their 
horrid train of dunat atioraeys, bailtflfis, haunt- 
kd me day and nights My doebes grew fliabby^ . 
my credit bad^ my friendB and acquaintance of. 
all kinds cold. In this fitvatioa, the firangeft: 
thought imagimdde came into my head, and* 
what was this, hat to write a play ? for I had:. 
fufficient leifure; feajr of bailifib confined me^ 
fffcry day to my^ room y aoid having always ha4^ 

a.liitte4 
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a little incKnation, and fomething of a genius 
that wi^iy, Ifet myfetf to work, and Within a 
few months produced a prece of five a£ts, which 
was.accepced of at the) theatre. I remenfibered 
to have fdrmerly takea tickets of o|her poets 
for their benefits, long before the appearance of 
their performances $ and refolving to follow a 
precedent which was fo well fuited to my pre- 
fent circumftances, I immediately provided my* 
felf with a lafge number of little papers. H^p* 
py indeed would be the ftate of poetry, would 
thefe tickets pafs current at the bakehoufe, the 
alehdufe, and the chandler's (hop ; but, alas ! 
far otherwife i no taylor would take them in 
payment for buckram, canvas, day-tape ; nor no 
bailiff for civility- money. They are indeed no 
more than a paiTport to beg with, a certificate 
that the owner wants five (hillings, which in* 
duces well-difpofed Chriftians to charity. I now 
experienced what is worfe than poverty, or ra- 
ther what is the word confeqiience of poverty } 
I mean attendance and dependature on the great* 
Many a morning have I waited hours in. the 
cold parlours of men of quality, where, after 
feeing the lowed rafcals in lace and embroid- 
ery, the pimps and buffoons in fafliion admitted, 
I have been fometimes told, on fending in my^ 
name, that my Lord could not poflibly fee me 
this morning: a fufficient affurance that I ihould 
never more get entrsince into that houfe. Some- 
times I have been at lad admitted ; and the 
great man bath thought proper 40 txcujfe.hlm- 

fclf, 
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Ulff. W tdltiig me be waa tied Up. ♦ Tied up/ 
fiiyg Adorns, ^ pr%y» what's tb»t ?' Sir, fays tbe , 
gentleipafit the jn-ofii whiph faookfell^is allowed 
ambofft for the heft works, was fo very fmall, 
that certam mea of bmb and forinpe, feme 
yeacs ago^ who were the patrons of wk and 
kamfttg, thought fit to encourage tbeia hr^_ 
tberi by entiering into Toluutary. fubficriptioa^ 
fctfT' their eftcouragement. Thus Prior, Rowc, 
Bope^ aad £gime other men of genius, received 
large funM for their labours from- the puhlicw 
This feeoied fi> eafy anoethod of getting mo- 
ney, th^ many of the lowed fcrlbblers of tbe - 
limes ventured to publifli their work^ in the 
fame way 5 and many had the affurance to take 
ill: fubfcriqptijon* for .what was not wrrt, nor ever 
tntendad. Subfcripuons in this manner grow 
ing infinite, and a kind of tax on. the public ; 
ibme perfons finding it nor fo eafy a talk to dif<^ 
cern good from bad authors, or to know what 
genius was worthy encouragement, and what 
vas not, to prevent the expence of fubfcribt«g 
to fo many, invented a method to excufe tbeon- 
fclves from all fubfcriptiona whatever; and this 
was, to receive a fmall fum of money in confi-« 
deration of giving a large one if ever they fub-. 
fcribed i which many have done, and many 
more have pretended to have done, i« order tc^ 
Clence all felicitation-^ The fame method waa 
likewife taken with playhoufe tickets^ which 
were no lefii a public grievsmcc ; and this ia 
what they.call being tied uj^ from fdl^ibin^ 

• I can't 
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5 I can't fay bat ihe tdrm It «^c oMugh^ and 
^ fomewfaat typical/ faad Adain»; * for a Man

Sometioica I hate rdceived a guinea fitna a

pnrohaied too with as mueh time fpent in at- 
tendance, as, if it had been (pent in ^roneft in*- 
duftry, might have brought me more profit with 
infinitely more fatisfadion. After about two 
months fpent in this difagrefeabie way with the 
ntmoA mortification, when I was pluming itay 
hopes on the profpeft of a plentiful harvcft 
from my play, npon applying to the prompter 
to-know when it came into rchcarfal, he in- 
^form^d me he had received otdm from thie 
managers to return me the play again 5 for that 
they could not poffibly aft it that feafon ; but if 
1 would take it and retile it againft the next, 
they would be glad to fee it again. I fnatehed 
it from h\m with great indignation, and retired 
to my room, where I threw myfelf on the bed 
in a fit of del^air ^* You Should rather haVc 

* thrown yoirrfelf on your knees,* fays Adams ; 

• for^efpair is finful.' As foon^ continued the 
gentleman, as I had indulged the firft tumult 
of my pafliori, I began to confider coolly what 
courfc 1 ihould take, in a fituation without 
friends, money, credit, or reputation of any 

kind. 
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kind* After re?dvitog ma^y things in my mind^ ^ 
I could fee no other poffibilitj of furni(hing 
myfelf with the miferable neceflaries of lifc^ 
than to retire to a garret near the Templei and 
commence hackney-writer to the lawyers ; for 
which I was well qualified, being an exceUent 
|ieaman. This purpofe I refoWed on, and im- 
mediately put it in eiecution. I had an ac- 
quaintance with an attorney who had former^ 
ly tran(a£led affairs for me, and to him I ap- 
plied: but inftead of fumifhing me with anf 
bufinefs, he laughed at my undertaking,- and 
told me. He was afraid I ihonld tivn his deeds . 
into plays, and he (hould expeft to fee them o|i 
the fiage. Not to tire you with inftances of 
this kind from others, I found that Plato him- 
felf did not hold poets in greater abhorrence 
than thefjp men of bufinefe do. Whenever I 
durft venture to a coffee*houfe, which wa&.. on 
Sundays only, a whifper ran round the room, . 
which was conftantly attended with a fneer-— ' 
That's poet Wilfon : for I know not whether 
you have obferved it, but there is a malignity 
an the nature of man, which, when not weeded 
out, or at leaft covered by a good education and 
politenefs, delights in making ^another uneafy 
or diflatisfied with himfelf. This abundantly 
appears in all afl^^mblies, except thofe whichare 
filled by people of fafliion, and efpecially among 
the younger people of both kxeSf wkofe bitths 
and fortunes place them juft without the polity 
circles 5 I- mean the lower clafs of the gentr|;,

Well> Sir^ vhjlft I continued ip this miiierablie 
fi^Xe, with icarce AiiB^ejit biiiinels to keep nx 
ftqm Aaryiog» the repata^iim of' a. poet being 
my bane, 1 3cd4^otally hjccai^ac acquainted with 
j^ bookfeller, who told i^ne.

— The gentleman fmiled, and anfwer- 
ed, he would not be apprehended to infinuate 
that bis own had an underdanding above the 
care of her. family j on the contrary, fays he, 
my Harriet, I aflure you, is a notable houfc- 
wife, and few gentlemen*s houfc-keepcrs un- 
derhand cookery and confectionery better ; }^m 
thefe are arts which fhe hath no great ocijifion 
for now : however, the wine you commended 
fo much laft night at fupper, was of her own 
makings as is indeed all4he liquor in my houfi^, 
except my beer, which falls to my province. 
(* And I affurc you it is as excellent/ quoih 
Adams, * as ever I tailed.') We formerly kept 
a maid-fervant, but fince my girls have, been 
growing up, (he is unwilling to indulge th^pi in 
idlenefs ; for as the fortunes I fliall give them 
will be very fmall, we intend not to breed them 
above the rank they are likely to fill hereafter, 

.nor teach them to de(jpife, or ruin a plain huf- 
band.

* you would never have prcferved your virtue as 

* you have. The firft care I always take, is of a 
' boy's morals^ I had rather he ihould be a 
' blockhead than an Atheifl; or a Prefbyterian. 

* What is all the learning of the world com- 

* pared to his immortal foul? What (hall a man. 

* take in exchange for his fool? — But tbe madders 

* of great fchools trpuble themfelves about no 
' fuch things. I have known a lad of eighteen 

* at tjie univerfity, who hath not been .able- to 

* fa]f t*nM:atechifm ; but for my own part, I al- 

* ways fcourged a lad foone^ for miffing that 
« than any other lefton. Belieyc-me, child^ all 
« that gentleman's misfortunes arofe from his 

* being educated at a public fchool.' 

• It doth not become me,' anfwered Jofeph, 

< to difpute any thing. Sir, with yon, efpecially 

* a matter of this kind-, for ^o be fure you muft 

* be allowed by all the world to be the bed 

* teacher of a fcbool iij all our county/ * Yes, 

f that^' 
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« that/ fays Adams, * I believe, is granted mc ; 
' that I may without much vanity pretend to 

€ i nay, I believe I may go to the next coun- 

« ty too — but gloriari non eft meum! — * However, 

* Sir, as you arc pleafed to bid mc fpcak,* fays 
Jofeph, * you know my late mailer, Sir Thomas 

* Booby, "was bred at a •public fchool', and he 
' was the fined gentleman in all the neigbbour* 

* hood ; and I have often heard him fay, if he 

< had a hundred boys he would breed them all 

< at the fame place. It was his opinion, and I 

* have often heard him deliver it, that a boy 
^ taken from a public fchool, and carried into 

* the world, will learn more in one year theie, 

* t)ian one of a private education will in five. 
^ He nfed to fay, the fchool itfclf initiated him a 

* great way, (I remember that was his very c»-, 

< preffion} \ for great fchools are little focieties, 
^ where a boy of any obfervation may fee in epi- 
« tome what be will afterwards find in the world 

* at large/ * Hinc ilia lachryma ; for that very 
« reafon,' quoth Adams, * I prefer a private 

* fchool, where boys may be kept in innocence 
• * and ignorance : for, according to that fine 

* paflagc in the play of Cato, the only Englifli 
- • tragedy I ever read, 

, • Jjf knowledge of tie nvorld mujt make men 
* villains^ 
* May Juba ever live in ignorance. 

* Who would not rather preferve the purity of 
' his child, than wifh him to attain the whole 

circle 
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* circle of arts and fciences ; wbich, by the by, 

* be may learn in the claffes of a private fcheol I 

* For I would not be vain, but I efteem myfclf 
.* to be fecond to none, nuUifecundumy in teach- 

' ing tbele tbings ; fo that a lad may have as 

* n)uch learning in a private as in a public eda- 

* cation.' * And, wkt fubmiffion,' anfwered 
Jofcph, « he may get as much vice, witnefe fc- 
« veral country gentlemen, who were educated 

* within five miles of their own houies, and are 

* as wicked as if they had known the worM 

* from their infancy. I remember when I was 

* in the ftable, if a young horfe was vicious in 

* his nature, no corre£tion would make him 

* otherwife ; I uke it ^ be equally the fame 

* among men : if a boy be of a mifchievoils 
^ wicked inclination, no fchool, though ever fo 

* private, will ever make him good ; on the 

* contrary. If he be of a righteous temper, you 

* may truft him to London, orwhere-ever etfc 

* you'pleafe ; he will be in no danger of beirtg 

* corrupted. Befides, I have often heard my 

* mafter fay that the difcipline prafUfed in pub- 

* lie fchools was much better than that in pri- 

* vate.' — * You talk like a jackanapes,' fays 
Adams, ^ and fo did your maftcr. Difcipline 

* indeed ! becaufe one man'fcourges twenty or 
' thirty boys more in a morning than another, 

* is he therefore a better difciplinarian .^ I do 

* prefume to confer in this point with all who 

* have taught from Chiron*s time fo this day; 

* and if I was mafter of fix boys only, I would 

• prefervc 
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* preferve as good difcipline among them as the 

< mafter of the greateft fchool in the world. I 

< fay nothing, young man ; remember I fay no« 

* thing i but if Sir Thomas himfetf had been 

* educated nearer home^ and under the tuition 
' of fomebody^ remember I name nobody, it 

* might have been better for him— >-But his fa* 
' tber muft inftitute him in the knowledge of 

* the world— ^«w mortalium omnibus horisfapit^ 
Jofeph feeing him run on this manner^ aiked 
pardon many times, aiTuring him he had no in- 
tention to offend. < I believe you had not, 
^ child,' faid he, * and I am not angry with 
' you. But for maintaining good difcipline in a 
' fchool: for this-*-' And then he ran on as be* 
fore *, named all the mailers who are recorded 
in old books, and preferred himfelf to them all. 
Indeed, if this^good man had an enthufiafm, or 
what the vulgar call a hlind-fide, it was this ; he 
thought a fchoolmafter the greateft chara£ter 
in the world, and himfelf the greateft of all 
ichoolmafters, neither of which points he would 
have given up to Alexander the Great at the 
head of his army.

C H A P. VI. 

Moral refieBions iy Jofiph Andrews^ tviii ihi 
bunting'^advtnturef and Par/on Adamfs rnira^ 
cuhus efcape* 

T HAVE often wondered. Sir, faid Jofeph, to 
obferve fo few inftances of charity among 
mankind ; for though the goodnefs of a man's 
heart did not incline him to relieve the diftreflec 
of bis fellow-creatures, methinks the defire o£ 
honour (hould move him to it. What in^iret 
a man to build fine houfes, to purchafe fine fur- 
niture, pi^ures, clothes, and other things at a 
great expence, but an ambition to be refpeAed 
more than other people I Now, would not one 
gr^at a£i of charity, one inftance of redeeming 
a poor family from all the miferies of poverty^ 
refloring an unfortunate tradefmaDi by a fiim o£ 
Vol. n. G jaoneyi 
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iponcy, to the m^ans of procuring a livelihood 
by his induftryi difcharging an undone debtor 
from his debts or a gaol, or any fucb like ex- 
smples of goodhefsi create a man more honour 
and refped than he could acquire by the fineft 
houfe, furniture, piftures, or clothes, that w^re 
^ver behclcj ? For not only the objdSt himfelfj 
vho was thus relieved, but all who heard the 
name of fuch a perfon muft, I imagine, rcre* 
rcnce him infinitely more than Ac poffeffor of 
all thofe other things ; which, when we fo ad- 
mire, we rather praife the builder, the work- 
man, the painter, the lacemakei", the tailor, and 
the reft, by whofc ingenuity they arc produced, 
, tban the perfon who by his money makes them 
his own. For my own part, when I have wait- 
ed behind my lady in a room bujig with fine 
pidurcs, while I have been looking at them I 
havcncver once thought of their owner, nor 
hath any one elfe, as I have obferved j for wt«i 
it has been alkcd whofe pidure that was, it was 
never once anfwered, the matter's of the houfe ; 
but Ammyconni, Paul* Varnjfh, Hannibal 
Scrajtchi, or Hogarthi, which I fuppofe were 
the names of the painters : but if it was afked^ 
who redeemed fuch a one out of prifon ? who 
lent fuch a ruined tradefman money, to fet up ? 
who clothed that family of poor fmall chil- 
dren ? it is very plain what muft be the anfwcr. 
And bcGdes, thefe great folks are miftakcn, if 
they imagine they get any honour at all by 
thefe means; for I do not remember I ever was 
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with my lady at any honfcj where {he commen(}« 
cd the houfe or furniturei but I have heard her, 
sic her return home, make fport and jeer at 
whatever fiie.had before commended j and I 
have been told by other gentlemen in livery, 
that it is the fame in their families. But I defy 
the wifeft man in the world, to turn a true 
good aflion into ridicule : I defy him to do it. 
He who (hould endeavour it, would be laughed . 
at himfelf, inftead of making others laugh. No- 
body fcarce doth any good, yet they all agree in 
praiiing thofe who do. Indeed, it is (Irange 
that all men (hould confent in commending 
goodnefs, and no mata endeavour, to defer ve 
that commendation ; whilft, on the contrary^ 
all rail at wickednefs, and all are as eager to be 
what they abufe. This I know not the reafon 
of; but it is as plain as day-light to thofe who 
converfe in the world,, as I have doiie thefe 
thfee years. * Are all the great folks wicked 
« then ?' fays Fanny. To be fure thdTe are 
fome exceptions, anfwered Jofcph. Some gen- 
tlemen of our cloth report charitable aftions 
done by their lords and mailers ; and I have 
heard 'Squire Pope, the great poet, at my lady's 
table, tell (lories of a man that lived at a place 
called Rofs, an4 another at the Bath, one Al—- 
Al — J forget his name, but it is in the book 
of verfes. This gentleman hath built up a 
(lately houfe too, which the 'Squire likes very 
well ; but his charity is ften farther than his 
boufcj though it (lands on a bill^ ay^ and brings' 
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bim more honour too. It was his charity that 
put him in the book» where the 'Squire fays he 
pots all thofe who deferve it i and, to be furCf 
as he lives among all the great people^ if there 
were any fuch, he would know them. — This 
was all of Mr Jofeph Andrews's fpecch which I 
coiild get him to recolle£i| which I have deliver* 
cd as near as was pofiible in his own words^ 
with a very fmall embellilhment. But I believe 
the reader hath not been a little furprifed at the 
long filence of Parfon Adams^ efpecially«s fo 
many occaGons offered themfelves to exert his 
curioiity and obfervation. The truth is^ he was 
fait alleep) and had fo been from the beginning 
of the preceding narrative* And indeed, if the 
reader confiders that fo many hours had palled 
fince he had clofed his eyes, he will not wonder 
at his repofe, though even Henley himfelf, or 
' as great ^n orator (if any fuch be) had been in 
bis roftrum or tiib before him. 

Jofeph, who, whilft he was fpeaking, had 
continued in one attitude,^ with his head re- 
clining on one iide, and his eyes cad on the 
ground, no fooner perceived, on looking up, the 
pofition of Adams, who was (Iretched on his

enemies. Bat if persons of fuqh heroic difpofi*' 
tion are a little offended at the behaviour of 
Adams, we aflure them they (ball be as muck 
£ pleafed at what we (ball immediately rekte of 
Jofeph Andrews. The fn^(ler of the pack was 
juft arrived, or, as the fport(men call it, come 
in, when Adams fet out, as we have before 
mentioned. This gentleman was generally faid 
to be a great lover of humour i but, not "to 
mince the matter, efpeciallj as we are upon this 
fubje£t, he was a great hunter of men. Indeed 
he had hitherto followed the fport only with 
dogs of his own fpecies; for he kept two or 
three couple of barking curs for that ufe only. 
However, as he thought be had now found a 
man nimble enough, he was willing to indulg/e 
himfelf with other /port, and accordingly cry«. 
ing out, * Stole away,' encouraged the Iwunis 
to purfue Mr Adams, fwearing it was the 
Urged Jack-hare be ever faw j . at the fame 
lime hallooing and hooping as if a conquered 
foe was flying before him ; in which he was 
imitated by thofe two or three cpuple of hu? 
man, or rather two-legged curs on Ivorfebaclc^ 
which we have mentioned before. 

Now thou» whoever thou art^ whether a mufc^ 
or by what other name foeviOi thoii,cboo£dlio 
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be called, who prefideft oyer biography, and 
haft infpired all the writers of lires in thefe our 
times : thou who didft infufe fuch Wonderful 
hunidur into the pen of immortal Gulliver ; 
"who haft carefully guided the judgment, whilft 
thou haft exalted the nervous manly flyle of thy 
Mallet : thou who hadft no hand in that dedi« 
cation and preface, or the tranflations which 
thou wouldft willingly have ftruck out of the 
life of Cicero : LafUy, thou who, without the 
affiftance of the leaft fpice of literature, and 
even againft his inclination, haft, in fome pages 
of his book, forced Colly Cibber to write Eng- 
lifti ; do thou^ affift me in what I find myfclf 
unequal to ; do thou introduce on the plain, 
the young, the gay, the brave Jofeph Andrews, 
whilft men (hall view hind with admiration and 
envy ; tender virgins with love and anxious 
concern for his fafety. 

No fooner did Jofeph Andrews perceive the 
diftrefs of his friend, when firft the quick- 
fcenting dogs attacked him, than he grafped his 
cudgel in his right hand, a cudgel which his 
father had of his grandfather, to whom a mighty 
ftrong man of Kent had given it for a prefent 
in that day, when he broke three heads on the 
ftage. It was a cudgel of mighty ftrength and 
wonderful art, made bjr one of Mr Deard's heft 
workmen, whom no other artificer can equal ; 
and who hath made all thofe flicks which the 
be^us have lately walked with about the Park 
in a morning : but this was far his mafter- 
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piece. On its head was engraved ti nofe an<i 
chin, which might have been miftaken for a 
pair of nuNcrackers* The learned have ima- 
gined it defigned to reprefent t|)e Gorgon :. hxs^ 
it was in fa£l copied from the face of a oertain 
long Engliih baronet of infinite wit^ humour, 
and gravity. He did intend to have engraved 
here many hiftories : Asj the &r(l night o? Cap- 
tain B ■ V plaji where you wouid have fcea 
critics in embroidery tradifplanted from the 
boxes to the pit^ wbofe ancient inhabitanta 
were exalted to the galleries^ where they played 
en catcalls. He did intend to have painted an 
atiAi^n-roomy where Mr Cock would have ap- 
peared aloft in his pulpit^* trumpeting forth the 
praifes of a china bafon } and with a(toniflunen€ 
wondering that ** Nobody bids more for that 
^< fine, that fuperb"— He did intend to have ea- 
graved many other things, but was forced to 
leave all out for want of room. 

Mo fooner had Jofeph grafped his cudgel ia 
his hands, chan lightning darted from his eyes : 
and the heroic youth, fwift of foot, ran with 
the utmoft fpeed to his friendV afliftance. He 
overtook him juft as Rockwood had laid hold of 
the (kirt of his caflbck, which being torn, hung 
to the ground. Reader, we would make a fimile 
on this occafion, but for two reafons ; the fir{b 
is, it would interrupt the defcriptio% which 
fhould be rapid in this part \ but that doth not 
weigh much, many precedents occurring for 
fuch an^'interruption : the fecond, and much the 
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grtfa^er raifon is, that we could find no fimile 
adequate to our purpofe ; for indeed, what in- 
ftance could we bring to fet before our reader's 
eyes at once the idea of friendihip^ courage, 
youth, beauty, ftrength, and fwiftneft ; all which 
blazed in the perfon of Jofeph Andrews* Let 
thofe therefore that defcribe lioiis and tygers, or 
heroes fiercer than both, raife their poems or 
^aj8 with the fimile of Jofeph Andrews, who 
is bimfelf above the reach of any fimile. 

Now Rockwood had laid fail hMd on the 
Parfon's fkirts, and ftopt his flight ^ which Jo* 
feph no fooper perceived, than he levelled his 
eudgel at his head, and laid him fprawling. 
Jowler and Ringwood then fell .on his great 
coat, and had undoubtedly brought him to the 
ground, had not Jofeph, colle£ling all his force, 
given Jowler fuch a rap on the back, that, quit- 
ting his hold, he ran howling over the plain. 
A harder fate remained for thee, O Ringwood i 
Ringwood, the beft hound that ever purfued a 
hare, who never threw his tongue but where 
the fcent was undoubtedly true j good at trail- 
ing; and fure in a highway, no blabber, no 
pver-runner, refpeftcd by the whole pack, who, 
whenever he opened, knew ;hc game was at 
hand ;'hc fill by the ftroke of Jofeph. Thun- 
der, and Plunder, and Wonder, and Blunder, 
were the next victims of his wrath, and mca- 
Aired their lengths on the ground. Then^ Fair- 
maid, a bitch which Mr John Temple had bred 
up in his houfe, and fed at his own table, and 
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hteljr fent the fquire fiftf miles for a prefenty 
ran fiercely at Jofephi and bit him by the leg : 
no dog was ever fiercer than (he, being defend- 
ed from an Amazonian breedi and hsid worried 
bulls in her own country, but now waged an 
unequal fight i and had (hared the fate of thofe 
we ha?e mentioned before, had not Diana (the 
reader may believe or not as he pleafes) in. that 
inftant interpofed, and In the (hape of the huntf* 
man fnatched her favourite up in her arms. 

The parfon now faced about, and with his 
crabftick felled many to the earth, and fcattered 
others, till he was attacked by Caefar, and pul- 
led to the ground. Then Jofeph flew to hia 
refcue^ and with fuch might fell on the viCkoTf 
that, O eternal blot to his name ! Caefar ran 
yelping away. 

The battle now raged with the mod dreadful 
violence, when, lo ! the huntfman, a man of 
years and dignity, lifted his voice, and called 
his bounds from the fight ; telling them, in a 
language they underftood, that it was in vain to 
contend longer ; for that fate had decreed the 
viftory to their ene/nies. 
. Thus far the mufe hath with her ufual dig- 
nity related this prodigious battle ; a battle, we 
apprehend, never equalled by any poet, romance 
or life-writer whatever, and, having brought it 
to a conclufion, (he ceafed : we (hall therefore 
proceed in our ordinary ftyle with the continua« 
tion of this hiftory. The fquire and his com- 
panions, whom the figure of Adams, and the 
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gallantry of Jofcpb, had firft thrown into a vio- 
lent fit of laughter, and who had hitherto be- 
held the engagement with more delight than 
any chacc, fhooting-match, riace, cock-fightings 
bull, or bear-baiting had ever given them, be- 
gan now to apprehend the danger of their 
bounds, many of wliich lay fprawling ki the 
fielda. The fquiire therefore, having fitA called 
bis friends about him, as guards, for fafety o£ 
his perfon, rode manfully up to the combatants^ 
and fummoning all the terror he was matter oiE 
into his countenance, demanded, with an au* 
thoritative voice, of Jofeph, What he meant by 
afTauIting his dogs in that manner ? Jofeph an* 
fwered with great intrepidity. That they had 
firflr fatten on his friend i atfd if they had be« 
longed to- the greateft man in the kingdom, he 
Would have treated them in the fame way j for 
whilft his Veins Contained a fingle drop of bloody 
he would not ftand idle by, and fee that gentle-* 
man (pointing to Adams) abufed either by man 
or beaft ; and having fo faid, both he and 
Adams brandithed their wooden weapons, and 
put themfelves into fuch a pofture, that the 
fquird" and his company thought proper to pre« 
ponderate, before they offered to revenge the 
caufe of their four-footed allies. 

At this inftant, Fanny, whom the appreben« 

lion of Jofeph's danger had alarmed f6 mucb^ 

that, forgetting her own, (he had made the ut« 

^ moft expedition, came up. The fquire and all 

the horfemen were fo forprifed with her beautyw 
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tbat they immediately fixed both their eyes atiil 
thoughts folely on her, every one declaring he 
bad never feen fo charming a creature. Neither 
mirth nor zngcr engaged them a moment long- 
er: but all fat in filent amaze. The huntfman 
only was free from her attfa^ion, who was 
bufy in cutting the ears of the dogs, and end^- 
Touring to recover them to life ; in which he 
fucceeded fo well, that only two of no great 
note remained flaughtered on the field of aflion. 
Upon this the huntfman declared^ ' 'Twas well 
« it was no worfe ; for his part, he could not 
* blame the gentleman, and wondered his ma* 

< (ter would encourage the dogs to hunt Chrif- 
« tians ; that it was the fureft way to fpoil them, 

< to make them follow Tcrmin inftcad of Hick- 
^ ing to a hire.* 

The fquire being informed of the little mif- 
chief that had been done, and perhaps having 
more mifchief of another kind in his head^ ac* . 
coded Mr Adams with a more favourable afpeA 
than before ; he told him he was forry for what 
happened i tbat be had endeavoured all he could 
to prevent it the moment he was acqnaintec^ 
with his clothv and greatly commended the 
courage of his fervant ; for fo he imagined Jo^ 
feph to be. He then invited Mr Adams to 
dinner, and dcfired the young woman migjit 
come with him. Adams refufed a long wAile ; 
but the invitation was repeated with fo.much 
€arneftnefs and courtefy, that at length he was 
forced to accept it. His wig and hat, and o- 

ther 
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ther fpoils of the fields being gathered together 
by Jofepb, (for otherwife probably they would 
bave been forgotten) he put himfelf into the 
bed order he could ; and then the horfe and 
foot moved forward in the fame pace towards 
the fquire's houfei which flood at a very little 
diftance. 

Whilfl tbey were on the road, the lovely 
Fanny attraded the eyes of all ^ they endea- 
voured to outvie one another in encomiums on 
her beauty i which the reader will pardon my 
not relating, as they had not any thing new or 
uncommon in them : fo mud he likewife my 
not fetting down the many curious jells which 
were made on Adams ; fome of them declaring 
that parfon>hunting was the bed fport in the 
world ; others commending his (landing at bay, 
which they faid he had done as well as any 
badger i with fuch*like merriment, which^though 
it would ill become the dignity of this hiftory^ 
afforded much laughter and diveilion to the 
^uiie and his facetious companions* 

c H A P. vn. 

AJctne of roafiing very nicely adapted to the pve^ 
fent tafte and times. 

TpHEY arrived at the fquire's houfe juft as his 

■^ dinner was ready. A little difpute arofe 

on the account of Fanny, whom the fquire, who 

^as a bachelori was defirous to place at his owa 

H 2 tables 
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iable ; but (he would not confent, nor would Mr 
Adams permit her to be parted from Jofeph ; fi> 
that (he was at length with him configned over 
to the kitchen^ where the fenrants were ordered 
to make him drunk ; a favour which was like* 
wife intended for Adams : which defign being 
executed, thefquire thought he (hould eafily ac- 
complifti what he had, when he firft faw her,, 
intended to' perpetrate with Fanny* 

It may not be improper, before we proceed 
farthh*, to open a litde the character of this 
gentleman, and that of his friends. The mafler 
of this houfe, then, was a man of a very confl- 
derable fortune ; a bachelor, as we havefaid, 
and about forty years of age : he had been edU'^ 
cated (if we may ufe the exprefiion) in the 
country, and at bis own home, under the* care 
of his mother and a tutor, who had orders n&* 
Tcr to coTTcQ. him, nor to compel him to learn 
more than he liked, which it (eems was very 
little, and that only in his childhood ; for from 
the age of fifteen he addifted himfelf entirely 
to hunting and other rural ,amufements, for 
which his mother took care to equip him with 
horfes, houndsj^ and all other neceffaries : and 
his tutor, endeavouring to ingratiate himfelf 
with his young pupil, who would, he knew, be 
able handibmely to provide for him, became hil 
companion, not only at thefe exercifes, but like- 
wife over a bottle, which the young fquire had 
a very early relifli for. At the age. of twenty, 
his mother began to^tlbink (be had not fulfilled 

the 
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the duty of a parent ; (he therefore refolvcd ta 
perfuade her fon, if poffible, to that which (he 
imagined would well fupply all that he might 
have learned at a public fchool or univerlity. 
This is what they commonly call travelling; 
which, with the help of a tutor who was fixed 
on to attend himi (he eaCIy fucceeded in. He 
made in three years the tour of Europe, as they 
term it^ and returned home well furni(hed with 
French clothes, phrafesj and fervants, with a 
hearty contempt for his own country, efpecially 
what had any favour of the plain fpirit and ho* 
nefty of our anceftors. His mother gjreatly a|>- 
plauded herfelf at his return ^ s^d now being: 
mafter of his own fortune, he foon procured 
himfelf a feat in parliament, and was, in the 
common opinioui one of the fined gentlemen 
of his agc^ But what diftingui(hed him chiefly, 
was a Itrange delight which he took in every 
.thing which is ridiculous^ odious, and abfurd 
in his oi»^n fpecies ;. fo . that he never chofe a 
companion without one or more of thefe ingre- 
dients, and thofe who were marked by Nature 
in the mofl eminent digree with. them,, were 
moft his favourites : if he ever found a man 
who either had nor, or endeavoured to conceal 
thefe imperfcdtions, he took great pleafure in 
inventing methods of forcrng him into abfur- 
dities which, were not natural to him, or in 
drawing forth and expofing thofe that were; 
for which purpofe he was always provided with* 
a. (fit of fellows, whom we have, before called 
H 3 Curs^, 
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Cots, and who did indeed no great honour to 
the canine kind : their bufincfs was to hunt wrt 
and difplay ererjr thing that had any favour of 
*he above-mentioned qualttict, and efpcciallyirr 
the graved and beft charafters : but ifjfaey fail- 
cd in their fearch^ they were to turn even virtue 
«nd wifdom thcmfclves into ridicule, for the 
diverfion of their mafter and feeder. The gen- 
tlemen of cur-Hke difpofition, who were now at 
his hotife^ and whom he had brought widi him 
from London, were^ an old half-pay officer, a 
player, a dull poet, a quack-doaor, a fcraping 
fiddler, and a lame German dancing-maftcr. 

As foon as dinner was ferved, while Mr A« 
dams was faying grace, the Captain convey- 
ed his chaii" from behind him ^ fouhat when he 
endeavoured tp feat himfelf, he fell down oa 
the ground ^ and thus completed joke the firft, 
ta the great entertainment of the whole com- 
pany* The fccond joke was performed by the 
poet, who fat next him on the other fide, and 
took an opportunity, while pooc Adams was re- 
fpedfully drinking to the mafter of the houfe, 
to overturn a plate oflfoup into his breeches t 
which, wij^ the many apologies he made, and 
the parfonVgentle anfwcrs, caufed much mirth 
in the company. Joke the third was ferved u^ 
by one of the waiting-meo,^ who had been or- 
dered to convey a quantity of gin into Mr A- 
damsV ale, which he declaring to be the beft li- 
quor he ever drank, but rather too rich of the 
malti contributed again to their laughter. Mr 

Ai3am3| 
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Adams, from whom we had moft of this rel^a* 
tion, could not recoiled^ all the j^fts of this 
kind pradifed on him^ which the inoffenCve 
difpofition of his own heart made him flow in 
difcoTering ; and, indeed, had it not been for 
the information which we received from a fer<- 
vant of the family, this part of our hiftory, 
which ^we take to be none of the leajft curious, 
tnuft hare been deplorably imperfe£l i though 
we muft own it probable, that fome more jokes 
were (as they call it) cracked during their din- 
ner i but we have by no meana been able to 
come at the knowledge of them. When din- 
ner was removed, the poet began to repeat fome 
fcrfes, which he faid were in^de extempore* 
The following is a copy of 4hem, procured with 
.the greateft difficulty. 

An ex tempore Touu en Par/on Adams*. 

Did ever mortal fuch a par/on view : 

His cajfock old^ his nuig. not over new ?" 

Well might the hounds have him for fox miftahny 

Infmell more like to that than rujly bacon *. 

But would it not make any morfatjiBre^ 

To fee this parfon taken for a har^ 

Could Phosbus err thus grofsly^ even he 

For a good player might have taken thee. 

At 

* AU hottfids that will hiuit fox or other Tcrmin^ will 
•{uVtt a piece of rufiy bMon tnulc4 on the sroond.. 
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At which words the bard whipM off the pfay^ 
cr'a wig, and received the approbation of the 
company, rather perhaps for the dexterity of fait 
hand than his head. The player, inftead of re* 
torting the jcft on the poet, began to difplay 
his talents on the fame fubjedi. He repeated 
many fcraps of wit out of plays, reflefting on 
the whole body of the clergy^ which were re- 
ceived with great acclamations by all prefent. 
It was now the dancing- mailer's turn to exhibit 
his talents; he, therefore, addrefling himfelf to 

> Adams'in broken EngliOi, told him, < He was 
' a man ver well made for de dance, and he fup* 
^ pofe, by his walk,f dat he had learn of fome 

> great mafterJ He faid, * It was* ver pretty 
Equality in clergyman to dance;' and eon* 
duded with defiring him to dance a minuet, 
telling him, His caflbck would ferve for petti- 
coats \ and that he himfelf would be hfs partner^. 
At whicl^ words, without waiting for an anfw^r, 
he pulled out his gloves, and the fiddler was 
preparing his fiddle. The company all -offered 
the dancing-mafter wagers that the parfon out- 
danced, him ; which he refufed, iaying, He be- 
lieved fo t(^p£or he had never feen. any man in 
his life wh^iooked de dance to well as de g^n-^ 
tleman :* He then ftepped forwards to taVe A- 
dams hf the hand, which the latter haftily wiiV-» 
drew, and, at the fame time, clenching his fid, 
advifed him not to carry the jeft too far, for he 
would not endure being put uf)on. The dan- 
cing-mafter no fooner faw the fill, than he pru- 
dently 
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dently retired out, of Its reacb| and (lopd aloqf 
mimicking AdamSi whofc eyes were fixed on 
hiaii not gueffing what be was atf but to avoid 
bis laying hold on him, which he bad attempted 
once. In the mean while, the captain perceiv- 
ing an opportunity, pinned a cracker or devil to 
the caiTock, and then lighted it with their little 
fmoaking candle. Adams i>eing a (Iranger to 
this fport, and believing he had been blown up 
in reality, ftarted from his chair, and jumped 
about the room, to the infinite joy of the be- 
holders, who declared he was the bed dancer in 
the univerfe. As fpon as the devil bad done 
tormenting him, and he had a little recovered 
bis confufipn^ be returned to the table, {landing 
up in the pofture of one who iiuended to make 
afpeecb. They all cried out, Hear him^ hear 
bim 5 and be then fpoke ia the following man- 
ner : * Sir, I am forry to fee one to whom Pro- 
' vidence hath been fo bountiful in befloWing 
•Its favours, make fo ill and ungrateful a re- 

* turn for tbem ; for though you have not in- 

* fulted me yourfelf, it is vifible you have de- 

* lighted in thofe that did it, nor have once dif- 

* couraged the many rudenefle^whicb have 

* been (bewn towards me ^ insed towards 

* yourfelf, if you rightly underftood tbem ; ror 

* I am your gueft, and by the laws of hofpita^ 
« Ijty entitled to your protcftion- One geptle- 
.•maij hath thought proper to pr^uce fome 
'poetry upon me, of which I (half only fayj^ 
[ that I bad rather be the fubjefl than tbe.com- 

^ * pofer* 
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* pofcr. He hath been pleafed to treat mc with 
^ ditrcfpcQ. as a parfon. I apprehend my order 

* it not the ohje€t of fcorn, nor that I can bc- 

* come fo, unlefs by being a difgrace to k, 

* which I hope po?erty writ never be calted. 

* Another gentleman indeed hath repeated fome 

* fentences, where the order itfelf is mentioned 

* with contempt* He fays they are taken from 
' plays. I am fure fuch plays are a (candal to 

* the government which permits them, and 
^ curfed will be the nation where they are tC' 

* prefented. How others have treated me, ' I 

* need not obfcrve 5 they themfelves, when they 

* refleft, muft allow the behaviour to be as im- 

* proper to my years as to my cloth. Yon 

* found me. Sir, travelling with two of my pa- 

* rifliioners, (I omit your hounds falling on me^ 
^ for I have quite forgiven it, whether it pra- 

* ceeded from the wantonnefs or negligence of 
•the huntfman): my appearance might very 

* well perfuade you, that your invitation vfzi 
*tina£lof charity, though in reality we were 

* well provided ; yes, Sir, if we had bad an; 
< hundred miles to travel, we had fufficient to 
^ bear our cxpences in a noble manner/ (At 

■%hich woHfhe produced the half- guinea which 
Ipas found in the baiket.) ' I do not (hew you 
« this out of oftcntation of riches, but to con- 
« vxnce you I fpeak truth. Your feating mc at 
« your table, was an honour which I did not 
•ambitiouny aiFea. When I was here, Icn- 

* dcavouied to bebave towards you with the at- 
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* moft rcfpca J if I have failed, it was not with 

* defign ; nor could I, certainly, fa far be guilty 

* as to dcfcrve .the infults I have fuffcred. If 

* they were meant therefore either to my order 
*or my poverty (and you fee I am not very 

* poor], the fliame doth not ly at my door, and 
' 1 heartily pray that the fin may be averted 
^ from yours/ He thus finifhed, and received 
a general clap from the whole company. Then 
the gentleman of the houCe told him, « He was 

* forry for what had happened ; that he could 

* not accufc him of any (hare in it: that the* 
« verfes were, as himfelf had well obferved, fo 

* bad, that he might eafijy anfwer them j and 
^ for the ferpent, it was undoubtedly a very 

■^ great affront done him by the dancing-mafter, 

* for which if he well thrcfted him, as he dc- 

* fcrvcd, he fliould be very mudi pleafed to fee 
^ it.* (In which probably hfi fpoke truth.) A- 
dams anfwercd, • Whoever had done it," it wa« 
^ not his profeflion to punifh hiqi that way ; 

* but for the perfon whom he had accufed, I 

* am a witnefs,' fays 'he, * of his innocence ; 

< for I had my eye on him all the while. Who- 

* ever be was, God forgive him, and bellow on 
« him a little more fenfe as well as' humanity.* 
The captain anfwered wiih a furly look- and ac- 
cent, * That he hoped he did not mean to rc- 
•flc^on him; d — n him, he had as much 

< imanity as another, and if any man faid he 

* had not, he would convince him of his miflakc 
^ by cutting his throat/ Adan^s fmillng, faid» 

•He 
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• He believed he had fpoke right by accident/ 
To which the captain returned, * What do yoa 
^ mean by my fpeaking right ? if you -was not a 

• parfon, I would not take thefe words 5 but 

• your gown prote£h yon. If any man vtrho 
« wears a fword had faid fo much, I had pulled 

• him by the nofc before this.* Adams replicdi 

• If he attempted any rudenefs to his perfon, he 

• would not find any proteftion for himfelf in 
^ his gown 5* and clenching his fift, declared, 

• He had ihrelhcd many a ftouter man.* The 
gentleman did all he could to encourage this 
Warlike difpofition in Adams, and was in hopes 
to havd produced a battle : but he was difap- 
pointed 5 for the captain made no other anfwet 
than, * It isvery well you are a parfonj* and fo 
dritiking off a bumper to old mother church| 
ended the difpflte. 

Then the do£lor, who had hitherto beefl lilenf) 
and who was the graved, but mod mifchievou^ 
dog of all, in a very pompous fpeech highly ap^ 
plauded what Adams had faid i and as much 
difcommended the behaviour to him. He pro* 
ceeded to encomiums on the church and po« 
verty : and laftly recommended forgivenefs of 
what had paffed to Adams, who immediately 
anfwered, * That every thing was forgiven ;' and 
In the warmth of his goodnefs he filled a bum- 
per of ftrong beer, (a liquor he preferred to 
wine), and drank a health to the whole com- 
pany, fhaking.the captain and the poet heartily 
by the hand) and addrefling himfelf with great 

refpe^i 
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t^fpcCt to the do&oT i who indeed had not 
laughed outwardly at any thing that pafied, at. 
he bad a perfeA command of his mufclet, and 
oonid l^u^ inwardly without betraying the leaft 
fymptoms in his countenance* The doGtor now 
began a fecond formal fpeecb^ in which he dc« 
daitiied againft all levity pf converfation, and 
what is ufiialiy called mirth. He faid^ ' There 
f were amufements fitted for perfons of all ages 
^ and degrees^ from the rattle to the di(cuffing 
^ ft point of philofophy^ and that men difcover- 
'ed themfelves in nothing more than in the 

* choice of their amufements \ for,' fays he, y ai 
' ' it mud greatly raife our expc£btion of the ftt« 

« turc condud in life of boys, whom in theit 

* tender years we perceive, inftead of taw or 

* balls, or other childifli play-things, to choofe^ 

* at their leifure-honrs, to ezercife their genius 

< in contentions of wit, learning, and fuch like; 

< fo'muft it infpire one with equal contempt of 

< a man, if we Ihould difcover him playing at 
^ taw or other chiMifli play»' Adams highly 
commended the doAor's opinion, and faid, < He 

* had often wondered at fome paflages in aa« 
*,cient authors, where Scipiq, l«8elius, and o« 

* ther great men, were reprefented to have paff* 

< ed many hours in amufements of the moft 

< trifling kind.' The. dodor replied, « He had 
^ by him an old Greek manufcript, where a fa* 

* vpuritc diverfion of Socrates was recorded*^ 

* Ay P fays the parfon eagerly, • I (bould be 

* moft infinitely obliged to you for the favour

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of pernfing it/ The doetor promifed to ttni 
hiaif and Cartlicf faid, ' that be beUered he 
could defdribe it/ < I tUnk/ lays be, < as 
near as I can remeinberi it was this. There 
was a throne ereded, on one fide of which fat 
a kingi and on the other a queen, with ^eir 
guards and attendants ranged on both fides ; to 
them was introduced an ambaflador, which 
part Socrates always ufed to perform himiclf $ 
and when he was led up to the footfteps of 
the throne, be addrcfied bhnfelf to the mo- 
narchs in fome gtave fpeech, full bf virtue, 
and goodnefs, and morality/ and fuch like : 
after which be was feated between th^ king 
and queen, and royally entertained. This I 
think was the chief part.«*--Perhap8, I may 
have forgot fbme particulars ; for it is long 
fince l4'ead it/ Adams faid, ^ It was indeed 
a diverfion worthy the relaxation of (o great a 
man; and thought fomething relembling it 
fliould be inftitnted among our great men, in* 
ftead of cards and other idle paftime, in which, 
he was informed, they trifled away too much 
t>f their lives/ He added, < The Chriftian 
religion was a nobler fufa^cdt for thefe fpeecbea 
than any Socrates could have invented/ The 
gentleman of the houfe approved what Mr 
Adams faid, and declared, < he was refolved ta 
< perform the ceremony this very evening/ To 
which the doSor obje^ed, as no one was pre- 
pared with a fpeech, * unlefs,' faid he, (turning 
to Adams, with a gravity of countenance which 

would 
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would have deceived a more knowing man) 
^ jdu have a (ermdn about you, Do£l«r.' — * Sir/ 
fays Adams, * I never travel without one, for 
* fear of what may happen/ He was cafily 
prevaijed on by his worthy friend, as lie now 
called the do£ior^ to undertake the part of the 
ambaflador : fo that the gentleman fent imme- 
diate orders to haVe the throne ere£ied ; which 
was performed before they had drank two bot- 
tles : and perhaps the reader will hereafter have 
no great reafon to admire the nimblenefs of the 
fervants. Indeed, to confefs the truth, the 
throne was no more than this : there was a 
great tub of water provided, on each fide oE 
which there were two ftools raifed higher than 
the furface of the tub, and over the whole was - 
laid a blanket ; on thefe (tools were placed the 
king and queen, namely, the mafter of the 
houfe, and the captain. And now the ambafia- 
dot was introduced, between the poet and the 
do£lor, who, having read his fermon, to the 
great enteruinment of all prefent, was led up 
to his place, and fcated between their majeflies. 
They immediately rofe up, .when the blanket^ 
wanting its fupport at either end, gave way, 
and foufed Adams over head and cars in tbcf 
water ; the captain made his cfcape, but un- 
luckily the gentleman himfelf not being ^s nim- 
ble as he ought, Adams caught hold of him be- 
fore he defcended from his throne, and pulled 
him in with him, to the entire fecret fatisfac- 
tionof all the company. Adimgj after duck- 
la ing 
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ing tbe fqciire twice or thricoi leapt out of the 
tobj and4ooked Iharp for the dodor, whom be 
would certainly have conveyed to the £|me place 
of honour; but he had wifely withdrawn; be 
then iearched for his crabftick^ and having found 
thati as well as his fellow tratellers, be declared 
he would not ftay a moment longer in- fuch a 
boufe. He then departed^ without taldng leave 
of hk hoft, whom he had exacted a more fe« 
vere revenge on than he intended : for as he^di4 
jM>t ufe fuflicient care to dry him.felf in time, he 
caught a cold by tbe accident, which threw him 
into a feveri that had likt to have coft him his 
We, 

CHAP. viir. 

Which fome readers will think to9jborti and others 
,■ \ too long. 

A DAMS| and Jofeph, who was no left en- 
•*^ raged tCan his friend at the treatment he 
met with, went out with tbtir flicks in their 
hands, and carried off Fannjrj notwttbftanding 
tbe oppofition of the fervants, who did all, with- 
out proceeding to violence, in their power to 
detain them. They walked as faft as they 
' could, not fo much from' any apprehenfion of 
-being purfued, as thau Mr Adams might by 
-€>ercife prevent any harm from the water. 
The gentleman, who had given fuch orders to 
Jus fervauts concerning Fannyi that he did not 

% 
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in the Icaft fear her getting away, no fooncr 
heard that fhc was gone, than he begin to rave, 
^md immediately difpatcbed fevcral with orders, 
cither to bring her back, or never return. The 
poet, the player, and all but the dancing-mafter 
and do£lor, went on this errand. 

The night was very dark, in which our friends 
began their journey : however, they made fuch 
expedition, that they foon arrived at an inn, ■ 
which was at feven miles diftancc. Here they 
unanimoufly confented to p^s the evening ; Mr 
Adams being now as ^ry as he was before he 
had fet out on his^mbafly. 

This inn, which indeed we might call an 
alehoufe, had not the words,^ The New Inn, 
been writ on the fign, afforded them no better 
proviGon than bread and cheefe, and ale ; on 
which, however, they made a very comfortaWe 
meal ; for hunger is better than a French cook. 
They had no fooner fupped, than Adams, 
returning thanks to the Almighty for his food, 
declared he had ate his homely commons with 
much greater fatisfa£lion than his fplendid din- 
ner, and expreff^d great contempt for the folly 
of mankind, who facrificed their hopes of hea- 
ven to the acquifition of vaft wealth ; fince fo 
much comfort was to be found in the humbled 
flate and the lowcft proviGon. * Very true, Sir,^ 
fays a grave man, who fat fmoking his pipe by 
the fire, and who was a traveller as well as him- 
felf. * 1 have often been as much furprifed as 
* you are, when I conGder the yaliic which 
I 3 ^ mankind 
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* mankind in general fct on ricbei 5 fince every 

* day's ci^ricnce fliews us how lirtlc is in their 

* power: for what indeed troljr defirahle can 

* they bellow on us? Can they give beauty to 

* the deformed, ftrength to the weah, or health 

* to the infirm ? Surely if they coitd^ we (houU 
•not fee fo many ill-favoured faces haunting 

* the aflcmblies of the great^^ n<N- would fuch 

* numbers of feeble wretches languifli in their 
^ coaches and palaces. No, not the wealth of 
^ a kingdom can purchafe any paint to dreft 

* pate uglinefs in the bloom of that young 

* maiden, nor any drugs to equip dife^fe with 

* the vigour of that young man. Do not riches 
« bring us folidtude tnftead of reft,, envy inftead 

* of ^fie£Uon, and danger iaiiead of fiifety I Can 
« they prolong their own poflcffion, or lengthen 

* his days who enjoys them ? So far otberwife, 

* that the iloth, the luxury,^ the care which at« 

* tend them^^ ifaorten the lives of millions,^ and 
^ bring them with pain and mifery to an un« 

. * timely grave Where then is their ▼alue, if 
' they can neither embelli(K of ftrengthen our 

* forms,fwcctcn or prolong our lives ? Agaiur^ 
. < Can they adorn the mind more than thfi 

* body ? Do they not raihcr fwell the heart with 
' vanity, puff up the cheeks with pride, (hut 

< pur ears to every call of virtue, and our bo web 
^ to every motive of compaffion !* • Give mc 

< your hand, brother,' faid Adams, in a rap*- 
lure; * for I fuppofc you are a clergyman^' 
J Nq truly/ anfwercd the other, (indeed he wac 

apricft 
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« prtcft of the church of Rome ; but thofe who 
ufkderftand our laws, will not wonder he was 
not over-ready to own it.) * Whatever you are,' 
cries* Adams, ^ you have fpoken my fcotiments: 

* I bdieve I hate preached every fyllable of your 

* fpeech twenty times over : for it hath always 

< appeared to me eafier for a cable-rope (which 

* by the way is^the true rendering of that word 

< we have tranflated Camel) to go through the 
' eye of' a needle, than for a rich man to get 

< into the kingdom of heaven/ * That, Sir,* 
faid the other, ■* will be eafily granted ybu by 
' divines, and is deplorably true : but as the 
' profped of our good at a diftance doth not fo 

* forcibly zWcSt us, it might be of fome fervice 
' to mankind to be made thoroughly fienfible, 

< which I think they might be with very little 
^ ferious attention, that even the bleffings of 

* this world are not to be purchafed with riches. 
' A doArine, in my opinion, not only metaphy* 

* fically, but if I may fo fay, mathematically de- 

< monftrable ; and which I have been always fo 
^ perfedly convinced of, that I have a contempt 

* for nothing fo much as for gold.* Adams 
sow began a long difcourfe ; but as moft which 
lie laid, occurs among many authors who have 
treated this fubje£i, I ihall omit inferting it. 
Dnring^ its continuance Jofeph and Fanny re- 
tired to reft, and the hoftlikewife left the room. 
When the Englifh parfon had conc]ttded,«the 
Romiih refumed the difcourfe, which he conti- 
nued with great bittcmefs agjI'inveAives 1 and 
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at laft endedj with dcfiring Adorns to lend him 
eightees*pence to pay his reckoniag; pnmiifio^i 
if he net er paid him^ he might be aflured of 
hia prayers. The good man anfwered^ that 
eighteen-pence would bfftoa little to carry him 
any very long journey } that he had half a 
guinea in hit pocket;, which be would ^vide 
with him. He then fell to fearching his pocketSi 
but could find no money ; for indeed the com- 
pany with whom be dinedj had paiTed one jeft 
upon him which we did not then enumeratci 
and had picked his pocket of all that treafure 
which be had fo oftentatioufly produced. 
< fileb me,' cried Adams, * I have certainly 

* loft it J I can nc?er have fptnt it. Sir, as I 

< am a Chriftian^ I had a ^hole half-gAHnea in 

* my pocket this morning, and have n<» now -a 

* fingJe halfpenny of it Jeft. Sure the devil 

* muft have taken it from me.* * Sir,' anfwcr- 
ed the prieft, fmiling, < you need make no ex- 

< cufes i if you are not willing to lend me the 

* money, I am contented.* ' * Sir,* cried Adamif 

* if I^had the greateft fum in the world ; ay, if 
' I had ten pounds about me, I would beftow k 
^ all to refcue any Chriftian from diftrefs. I 

< am more vexed at my lois on your account 

* than my own. Was ever any thing fo un- 

* lucky ? becaufe I have no money in my poc- 
^ket, I (hall be fufpe£led to be no Chridian.* 

* I am more unlucky,* quoth the other, * if you 
' are as generous as you fay :«for really a crown 

< ^wottld have made me happy, and conveyed ma 
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* in plenty to the place I am going, which i$ 

* not above twenty miles off, and where I can 
^ arrive by to-morrow night. I afltire you I am 

* not accufiomed to travel pennylefs. I am hue 
<juft arrived in England *9 and we were forced 
' by a ftorm in pur paflage to throw all we had 

* over-board. I don*t (Ufpe£l but this fellow 

* will take my word for the trifle I owe him : 
' but I hate to appear fo mean as to confefs my«> 

* fcif without a (hilling to -fuch people i for 
^ thefe, and indeed too many others, knowlit- 

* tk difference in their cftimation between a 

* beggar and a thief.* However, he thought he 
fliould deal bettelr wiih the hoft that evening 
tlian the next mofning i he therefore refohred 
to fet out immediately, notwithftanding, the 
darknefs ; and accordingly, as foon as the hoft 
returned, he communicated to him the fituation 
of his affairs *, upon which the hoft, fcratching 
his head, anfwcred, < Why, I do not know» 

* mafter ; if it be fo, and you have no money, I 
' ^ muft truft, I think, though I had rather al« 

* ways have ready money if I could : hnt, 

< marry, you look like fo honeft a gentleman, 

* that I don't fear your paying me, if it was 

< twenty times as much.' The prieft made no 
reply, but taking leave of him and Adams as 
faft as he could, not without confufion, and 
perhaps with fome diftruft of Adafns's fincerity, 
darted.

refle£ling on his lofs, or confidering how fae 
himfelf (hould depart in the morning, he retired 
.to a verj homely bed, as his compantotis bad 
before ; however, health and fatigue gave them 
a fweeter repofe than is often in the power of 
▼elvet and down to beftow.

TT was almoft morning, when Jofeph Andrews, 
whofe eyes the thoughts of his dear Fan»y 
had opened, as he]ay fondly meditating on t&t 
lovely creature, heard a violent knocking at tbe 
door over which he lay. He prcfently juipped 
out of bed, and opening the window, was alked, 
If there was no travellers in the houfe ? aiul 
prefently, by another voice. If two men aoC^ 
young woman had not taken up there theif 
lodging that night ? Though he knew not Ae

triith i for indeed he had received fome informa« 
tion from one of the fervants atihe fquire's houfe, 
of his deiign; and anfwered in the negatiTe. 
One of the fer?ant«, who knew the hoft well, 
called out to him by his name» juft as he had 
. ^)«ned another window^ and alked him the 
jEame queftton; to which he anfwered in the 
dfirmatire. • O ho !' faid aijother, * hare wc 

* found you ?* and ordered the 'hoft to come 
down and open his door. Fanny, who was as 
wakeful as Jofeph, no fooner heard all this, 
ihan (he leaped from her bed, aiK^ haftily put** 
ung on her gown and petticoatSf ran as faft as 
|K>ffiblc to. Jofcph's room, who then was almoft 
drefled : he immediately let her in, and .em« 
bracing her with the moft paffionace tendernefs, 
Ud her fear nothing, for that he would die in 
lier defence. ' Is that . a reafon why I ihould 

• not fear,* (ays ftic, * when I Oiould lofe what 
*^i8 dearer to me than the whole wbrld ?' Ja-» 

* fept^ then kiffing her hand, faid he could almofl: 
thank the occafion which had extorted from her 
a tendernefs the would never indulge him with 
before. He then ran and waked his bedfellow 
Adams, who was yet faft afleep, notwlthftand- 
ing many calls from Jofeph ; but was no fooner 
made fenfiWe of the danger, than he leaped 
. from his bed, without conGdering the prefcnce 

, , of Fanny, who haftily turned her face from him, 
liid enjoyed a double benefit from the dark, 
Hhich as it would have prerented any oiFence 
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t» an innocence leCs porCi or a modefty left dc« 
licate, fo it concealed e?en tbofe bluihes which 
were raifed in her. 

Adams had foon pat on all his clothes but h!$ 
breeches^ which in the hurry he forgot $ how- 
ever, thef were pretty well fupplied by the 
length of his other garments: and now the 
honfe door being opened, the captain, the poet, 
the player, and three fenrants came in. The 
captain toM the hod, that two fellows who wera 
in his hoofe, had run away with a young wo* 
man ; and defired to know in which room ihe 
lay. The hoft, wIjo prcfcntly believed the (lory, 
dired^ed tbem, and inilantly the captain and 
poet, jodling one another, ran up. Tbe poet, 
who, was the nimbleft, entering the chamber 
firft, fearched the bed and every other part, but 
to no purpofe ; the bird was flown, as the im- 
patient reader, who might otherwife have been 
in pain for her, was before advertifed. They 
then enquired where the men lay, and were ap« 
proacbing the chamber, when Jofeph roared out 
in a loud voice, that' be would (hoot the firft 
man who offered to attack the door^ The^cap- 
tain enquired what fire-arms they had i to 
which the hoft anfwered, he believed they Aafd 
none i liay, he was aimoft convinced of it ; for 
he had heard one aik the other in- the evening, 
what they fhould have done if they had been 
overtaken when they had no arms ? to which 
the other anfwered, They would have defended 
themfelves with their fticks as long as they were 

able, 
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aUe, and God would affift a juft caufc. Thia 
farisficd the captain, but not the poet, who pru- 
dently retreated down flairs, faying, it was hm 
buGnefs to record great aftfons, and not to do 
them. The captain was no fooner well fatisficd 
that there were no fire-arms, than "bidding de- 
fiance to gun^powder, and fwcaring he loved 
the fmell of it, he ordered the fervahts to follow 
him, and marching boldly lip, immediately at- 
tempted to force the door, which the fervants 
foon helped him to accompliih. When it was 
opened, they difcovered the enemy drawn up 
three deep ; Adams in the front, and Fannf in 
the rear. The captain told Adams, That if 
they would go all back to the houfe again, they 
ihould be civilly treated : but unltfs they con- 
fented, he bad orders to carry the young lady 
with bim, whom there was gre^t reafon to be.- 
lievc they had ftolen from ber parents 5 for not*- 
withfianding her difguifc, her ak, which (he 
could not conceal, fufficiently difcovered hec 
birth to be infinitely fuperior to theirs.

hold on Fanny: but the parfon interrupting 
him, received a blow from one of them, which, 
without confidering whence it came, he return- 
ed to the captain, and gave him fo dexterous a 
knock in that part of the (tomach, which is vul- 
garly called the pit, that he fiagger^ ibme paces 
backwards* The captain, who was not accuf* 
tomed to this kind of play, and -who wifely 
apprehended the confequence t^ fuch another 
Uow, two of them £eeming to him equal to a 
ihruft through the body, drew forth his bai)£er| 
as Adams approached him, and was levelling a 
]}low at his head, whicb would probably have 
filenced the preacher for ever, -had not Jofepb 
in that inftant lifted up a certain huge done*' 
pot of the chamber with one hand, which fix 
beaux could not have lifted with both, and dif* 
charged it, together with the contents, full in 
the captain's face.

Fanny rent the air with her cries, and Adams 
was coming to the afliflance of Jofeph : but the* 
two ferving men and the hoft now fell on him> 
and foon fubdued him, though he fought like a^ 
madinan, and looked fo black with the impref« 
fions he had Received from the mop, that Don^ 
Quixote would certainly, have taken him for an 
incfaanted Moor. But now follows the molt 
Kz tragjcal^ 
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tragical part : for the captain wais rifen agaiiv; 
and feeing Jofeph on the floor, and Adams fc- 
cured, he inftantly laid hold on Fanny, and wiib 
the ^{Bftance of the poet and player, who hear- 
ing the battle was over were now come upj 
dragged her, crying and tearing her hair,- from 
the fight of her Jofeph, and, with a pcrfed dcaf- 
oiefs to all her entreaties, carried her downftairs 
by violence, and faftened her on the player's 
horfe ; and the captain mounting his own, and 
leading that on which the poor miferable wretch 
was, departed, without any more con&derati^iv 
of her cries than a butcher hath of thofe of a 
lamb; for indeed his thoughts yrere entertained 
only with the degree of favour which he pr^ 
jnifed himfclf from the fquire on the'fuccefsof 
this adventure. 

The fervants, who were ordered to fecure A- 
dams and Jofeph as fafe as poiTiblCj that the 
fijuire might receive no interruption to his dc- 
£gn on poor Fanny, immediately, by the poet's 
advice, tied Adams to one of the bed-pofts, as 
they did Jofeph on the other fide, as foon ai 
they could bring him to himfelf ; and then 
leaving them" together, , back to back, and dc- 
firing the hod not to fct then), at liberty, nor \o 
go near them till Jie had further orders, they 
departed towards their mailer; butliappenedto 
take a different road from that which the cap« 
tain had fallen into.

•BEFORE wc proceed any farther in thk tra- 
gcdjr, wc (hall leave Mr Jofcph and Mr 
Adams to themfelves, and imitate the wife con- 
duAofs of the (lag^ ; who, in the midft of a 
grave a£l!on, entertain you with feme excel- 
lent piece of (izitire or humour czWtdi a dance.^ 
Whidi piece, indeed, is therefore danced, and 
not fpole, as it is delivered to the audience by 
perfons wbofe thinking faculty is by mod peo- 
ple held to ly in their heels v and to whom, as-^ 
well as heroes, who think with their hands. Na- 
ture hath only given heads for the fake of con-^ 
formity, and as tliey are of ufe in dancing, ta* 
Imng their hats on. 

The poet, addreffing the player, proceeded 
thus : * As I was faying,* (for they had been at 
this dtfcouife all the time of the engagement: 
above-ftairs), * the reafon you have no good: 
•new plays is evident i it is from your dif— 
< couragement of authors. Gentlemen will not ' 
*-^Fite, Sir, they will not write without the ex—

^ fies kndNi^ing your duty, if you do not perform. 
« it ?* anfwercd Adam^. * Your knowledge in- 

* crcafcs your guilt — O Jofeph, I never thought

fqph replied, * He fancied he mifunderftood hioiy ^ 
f which I affure you,* fays he, • you do, if you

and then proceeded to enlarge on the folly of 
grief, telliog him, all the wife men and philofo- 
phers, even among the heatheni, had written 
againft it, (quoting feTeral paffages from Seneca^ 
and the Confolation, which though it was not 
.Cicero's, was, be £aid, as good almoft as any of 
his works ; and concluded all by hinting, that 
immoderate grief in this cafe might incenfe that 
power which alone could rcftort him his Fanny* 
This reafon, or indeed rather the idea which it 
raifed of the reftoration of his miftrefs, had 
more eflFeft than all which, the parfon had (aid 
before, and for a moment abated his agonies ; 
but when his fears fufBcientl); fet before his 
eyes the danger that poor creature was in, his 
grief returned again with repeated violence,, nor 
could Adams in the lead afiuage it ; though it 
may be doubted in his behalf, whether Socratea 
himfelf could have prevailed any better. 
. They remained fome tinve in filence; and 
groans and tighs iflued from them both -, at length 
Jofeph. burft out in the following foliloquy ;

CHAP. XII. 

JMorf advePitureSi vfhich we hope witt at much 
fUafe as furprife the reader. 

"VrEITHER the facetious dialogue ^phich pat 
^^ fed between the poet aud the player, nor 
the grave and truly folemn 4if90Urfe of Mr 
AdamSi will, we conceive, make the reader 
fufficient amends for the anxiety which he muft 
have ftit on the account of poor Fanny, whom 
we left in fo deplorable a condition. We ihall 
therefore now proceed to the relation of what 
happened to that beautiful and innocent virgin, 
after (he fell into the wicked hands of the captain. 
The man of war having conveyed his charm- 
ing prize out of the inn a little before day, made 
thfc utmoft expedition in his power towards the 
Squire's houfc, whefe this delicate creature was 
to be offered up a facrifice to the luft of a ra« 
Tiflier, He was- not only deaf to all her bc- 
wailings and entreaties on the road, but accoft- 
cd her ears with impurities^ whicb| having been 

never 
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sever before accuftomed to thcin» fl^e hzpfHf 
for hcrfclf very litde undcrftood. At laft he 
cbsmgcd his note, and attempted to footh and 
mollify her, by fetting forth the Iplendour and 
luxury which would be her fortune with a man* 
who would have the inclination, and power too,, 
to give her whatever her utmoft wiChes could 
dcfire ; and told her, he doubted not but fhe: 
would foon look kinder on him, as the inftru- 
ment of her happincfs, and dcfpife that pitifut 
fellow, whom her ignorance only could make 
her fond of.

turned. That Ihe didnot underftandhim ; that 
the man had been* heft fellow-fervant, and (he^ 
believed was as honeft a creature as any alive f. 
but as for foncjncfs. fot men — ^ I warrant ye,** 
ories the captain^, 'we (hall find means 4o per-- 
^ fuade you to be fond j and Ladvifc you to yicl^ 

* to gentle ones ; for you may be afliired that it 
*^ is not in your power, by^ any druggies wbat<» 

* ever, to prefcrve your virginity twa hours 

* longer. It will be your intercft taconfent j 
'-for the Squire will be much kinder tp you, 
*if he enjoys you willingly than, by force/— • 
At which words (he began to call aloud for af- 
fiftance (for it was npw open day)i but finding 
none,, (he nftcd her eyes up to Heaven, and fup^ 

L. 3 plicated 
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plicated the Divine affiflance to preferre her in- 
nocence. The captain told hct^ If flie perfifted 
in her vociferation, he wootd find a meatis of 
flopping her mouth. And now the poor wretchi 
perceiving no hopes of faccour, abandoned her- 
fclf to defpair, and fighing out the name of Jo- 
feph I Jofeph 1 a river of tears ran down her 
lovely cheeks, and wet the handkerchief which 
covered her bofom. A horfeman now appeared 
on the road, upon which the captain threatened 
her violently if (he complaiticd : however, the 
moment they approached each other, (he beg- 
ged him with the ptmoft eameftne& to relieve 
a diftrefled creature who was in the hands of a 
raviOier. ThS fellow flopped at thofe words ; 
but the captain aflured him it was his wifci and 
that he was carrying her home from her adul- 
terer : which fo fatisfied the fellow, who was an 
old one (and perhaps a married one too), that 
he wiflied him a good journey, and rode cm 
He was no fooner paft, than the captain abufed 
her violently for breaking his commands, and 
threatened to gagg her, when two more horfc- 
men, armed with piftols, came into the road 
juft before them. She again folicited their af- 
fiftarice, and the captain told the fame ftory as 
before. Upon which one faid to the other— 
• That's a charming wench, Jack ! I wifh I had 
•been in the fellow^s place, whoever he is.* 
But the other,' inftcad of anfwering him, cried

* from him !' A fierce dialogue immediately 
eofaed between the captain and thefe two men, 
who being both armed with piftols,^ and the 
chariot which they attended being now arri? ed^ 
the captain faw both force and ftratagem were 
vain, and endeavoured to make his eicape ; in 
which, however, he could not fnq^d. The 
gentleman who rode in the chariot ordered it 
to flop, and, with an air of authority, examined 
into the merits of the caufe ; of which, being 
adverti&d by Fanny, whofe credit was confirm- 
cd by the fellow who knew her, he ordered the 
captain, who was all bloody from his encounter 
at the inn, to be conveyed as a prifoner behind 
the chariot, and very gallantly took Fanny into 
it ; for, to fay the truth, this gentleman (who 
was no other than the celebrated Mr Peter

Peter being informed by Fanny of die pro- 
fence of Adams^ ftopt to fee him, and recdfe 
his homage } for, .as Peter was an hypocritCi a. 
.fort of people whom Mr Adams never faw 
through, the one paid that refpeA to his feem" 
ing goodneb which the other believed to be 
paid to his riches; hence Mr Adams was to . 
much his favourifc^ that he once lent him four 
pounds thirteen (hillings and fixpence, to pre^ 
Tent bis going to gaol, on no greater fecuritf 
than a bond, and judgment, which probably be 
would have made no ufe of, though the money 
had not been (as it was) paid exadly at the 
time. 

It is not perhaps eafy to defcribe the figure 
of Adams i he had rifen in fiicba hurry, that 
be had on neither breeches, garters, nor ftocb 
ingsv nor had he taken from his head a red 
fpottccl handkerchief, which by night bound hit 
wigi turned infide out^ around bis head. Be 

had 
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liad OQ hit torn caflbck, an^ his great coat. But 
as the remainder of bis caibck hung down be- 
low~hi8 great coatf fe did a tmzU ftripe of white^ 
or rather whitifli linen, appear below that ^ to

•^ ner ; but ate nothing. As foon as the

This unexpe&ed account entirely obliterated 
all thofe admirable refiedions which the fupreme 
power of .reafon had fo wifely mack juft before- 
In (hort, When defpair, which had more Oiare 
in producing the refolutions of hatred we have 
feen taken, began to retreat, the Lady hefitated 
a moment, and then, forgetting all the purport 
of her foliloquy, difmifled her woman again, 
with orders to bid Tom attend her in the par- 
lour, whither (he now haftened to acquaint Pa- 
mela with the news.

diildren than he couk) keep, ' you have proved, 

* I think, very plainly^ tbat this boy doth not 

* belong to us; but how are you certain that the 
^'girl is ours i* The pariba then brougbt tbe 
pedlar forward^ and defiied bioi to repeat tbe 
ftory wbich be bad oomnnnicated to him the 
preceding day at tbe ale-houfe i which he com« 
plied with, and related what the reader, as well 
Mt Adams, hatb ieen before.
